NYHOW, it may be said that

France, Russia and England pledged 
themselves not to make peace except 
together and in agreement.

S your baby attending college? 
| Yes, your 1l-year-old, cooing 

in his crib—that’s the one I 
mean. 

No? You are dreading even to 
think of the time when college is to 
separate you from his older brother? 

Well, then, it’s good baby wasn’t 
born 10 years hence, for by that time, 
if Mrs. Frank de Garmo’s plans go 
not agley, “compulsory education at 
the cradle-side”’ will be in effect and 
baby perforce will be acquiring a col- 
lege education, whether you like the 
idea or not. 

Her friends call it “Mrs. de Gar- 
mo’s vision,” with the privilege of 
jesting accorded intimate associates, 
but to a world at large the vision is 
becoming something more than a 
hazy dream. 

Mrs. de Garmo’s “better babies” 
movement, founded by herself and 
promulgated through the Woman’s 
Home Companion, has attracted wide 
attention to her ideas. Out of a fol- 
lowing thus acquired she has effected 
an organization known as the ‘Unit- 
ed States Baby Census Bureau, Inc.” 

This organization already has draft- 
ed, to be presented to 14 Legislatures 
immediately, a bill asking for com- 
pulsory free education in the home of all children 
under schoolhouse age. This it is proposed to ac- 
complish by extending the public school system 
and appropriations. 

The bill defines education as including the 
moral and physical as well as the mental training 
of the child. It, therefore, provides for the ap- 
pointment for each county and each municipality 
of more than 10,000, besides various registrars, 
various special physicians who shall be experts 
on child culture and conservation. 

“And let me prophesy,” said Mrs. de Garmo, 
in addition to giving me the above information 
when I called at the United States Baby Census 
Buredu headquarters—which turned out to be 
her home, and a very homelike home, at 6186 
Washington boulevard—~“let me prognosticate,” 
she repeated. “Within ten years from now, no 
state will be counted in the foremost rank which 
has not.on its Board of Education the expert 
peychologist, to perform mental tests, the 
expert clinicist, the expert psychiatrist or 
neurologist and the expert pediatrician, all child 
spec. alists.

Increasing Baby’s “Efficiency,” Too 

RS. DE GARMO’S enthusiasm knows no 

M bounds—likewise the scope of her plans. 

Looking ahead and beyond the 10 years 

she allows for the consummation of compulsory 
education at the cradle-side, she said: 

“It is by raising the efficiency of the baby we 
expect to raise the efficiency of the home or 
family. In turn we raise the efficiency of the 
school. Thereby we raise the efficiency of the 
citizenry and eventually the efficiency of the na- 
tion. 

“The baby may be likened to a sun, around 
which revolves the solar system of parents, teach- 
ers, physicians, social workers, with all the vast 
aggregate of human skill as their satellites.” 

As she talked the vast range of her interests 
touching upon the party dresses she makes for 
her daughters, their attainments of university 
honors and degrees, her forthcoming book, ‘“‘Who’s 
Who Among American Babies,” an occasional 
affectionate reference to her husband, who pre- 
fers that she spend his money on the better ba- 
bies campaign than on bridge parties, her philan- 
thropic activities in her old home at Shreveport, 
La., amid the frequent interruptions of some 
“collaborators” doing some work under her di- 
rection upstairs, made it difficult to keep pace 
and disentangle the one subject I came to learn 
about, i. e., this Baby College, her latest entez- 
prise. 

However repellant the idea of turning your 
own dimpled darling of an infant over to Govern- 
ment agents for inspection and supervision as 
goon as may be upon its advent into this vale of 
tears, it is true there are 100 or so doting mothers 
who simply cannot wait, so impatient are they 
for the Government to adopt the U. S. Baby 
Census Bureau's idea. 

So, in the meantime, by private means and in 
a more limited way than the Government could 
do it, a Baby College is to be established to help 
along the better babies movement. Already, be- 
fore this article goes to press, the incorporation 
of a company limited to 40 members, 20 men 
and 20 women, will have been accomplished. 

Already a staff of officers or directors is on 
duty: Mrs. Frank de Garmo, founder and 
president, in charge of the Psycho-Medical Clinic; 
Dr. Edgar James Swift, Educational Psychology:

TURKEY’S DEBT TO FRANCE. 

Philadelphia Record: It is said that Turkey 
owes $500,000,000 to French investors, and to En- 
gland her debt is also very large.

DEFIANT SAN MARINO. 

Washington Times: The Kaiser’s surprise 
at being so firmly opposed in Belgium may be 
exceeded by his amazement at the boldness of 
San Marino, which has defied him. The little na- 
tion of 10,000 people, which makes up for being 
the second smallest republic by being the oldest 
‘state in Europe, eame to the attention of the war 
folk by continuing to maintain on Monte Titanto 
a wireless station which is in direct communica- 
tion with the Eiffel Tower. The Kaiser, it is 
understood, wished San Marino to demolish the 
tower, as it affords France an easy means of 
communication with the Adriatic and elsewhere. 
The answer of the little state was: ‘The Repub- 
lic of San Marino, strong in its right, has never 
permitted interference by other states in its in- 
ternal affairs.” 

To make war upon San Marino the Kaiser 
would be obliged to invade Italy, upon whose 
bosom the little republic nestles, Italy having 
a treaty of friendship with the tiny state.

neutral nations hope for German defeat. 

Striking illustration of the far reaching extent 
of this feeling is furnished by Senor Graca Aran- 
ha, Brazilian Minister to Holland, whose views 
are given at length in a special cable dispatch 
from Paris, published in the Herald. 

Senor Aranha is especially well equipped to 
present an intelligent estimate of Pan-Germanism 
in its relations to South America,. since he has 
made a study of the problem at first hand. So

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long as Germans are imbued with the idea that 
it is Germany's mission to carry “kultur’” to the 
furthermost corners of the earth, the presence 
of its half a million and more German “colonists” 
in Southern Brazil constitute a menace not only 
to “Brazil but to all South America. That this 
fact is well understood by those most directly 
yoncerned is shown. Senor Aranha says, by the 
large sums of money Brazil, Argentina and Chile 
have felt it necessary to expend upon armies 
and navies designed, not against one another, but 
in recognition of the possibility that the Kaiser 
might mark South America for Germany’s “place 
in the sun,” ‘ 

That a development of this kind would be a‘ 


direct challenge of the Monroe Doctrine seems. 
to be far better understood by the statesmen “of : 


South America than by persons holding positions 
of responsibility in the Government of the United 
States. 

Senor Aranha expresses the hope that both 
hemispheres may see peace through the triumph 
of the allies. It is a hope that doubtless extends 
throughout all South America. 


WINTRY DAYS IN RUSSIA. 

London Chronicle: Prussian invaders of 
Russia may well be_warned of the’ dangers of 
approaching winter, for cold has more than once 
proved an invaluable ally to the Muscovite. 
Everyone has read of Napoleon’s awful retreat 
from Moscow in 1812. Less known, but not less 
terrible, was the experience of the Swedes under 
Charles XII in 1708. That winter, when Charles 
was invading Russia, brought the severest frost 
that Europe had known for a century. It began 
in October, and by Nov. 1 firewood would not ig- 
nite in the open air, and the soldiers had to 
warm themselves over huge bonfires of straw 
Wine and spirits froze, birds on the wing dropped 
dead, saliva congealed on the lips. The suffering 
of the Swedes was awful. “You could see,” wrote 
an eye witness, “some without hands, some with- 
out feet, some without ears and noses, many 
creeping along after the manner of quadrupeds.” 


VERDUN IN HISTORY. 
Manchester (England) Guardian: Verdun, 
whose resistance has beew one of the crumbs of 
comfort which have fallen during this war to 
the believers in permanent fortifications, a little 
more than a century ago had acquired a different 
sort of celebrity among Englishmen. It was at 
Verdun that English officers captured by the 
French during the Napoleonic wars were detained. 
Jn the whole they managed to have a pretty 
gvod and certainly extravagant time, for, though 
they suffered now and then from the tyranny 
9f severe Bovernors, their race meetings and 
aumerous other facilities! for gambling were not 
interfered with, and the restrictions on their per- 
sonal liberty were not very severe in most cases. 


One result of their stay makes a curious story 
today. When they left Verdun in 1814, after the 
first downfall of Napoleon, they, left behind them 
debts to tradespeople of Vertis amounting to 
$700,000. Very little of this was ever paid back 
by the prisoners themselves. The French Gov- 
ernment, in after years, made many unavailing 
applications to the English authorities for the 
payments of these debts. Perhaps an appropriate 
item in the celebration of the allies’ ultimate vic- 
tory would be for the British Government to dis- 
cover the legal representatives of the luckless 
Verdun tradespeople of 1814 and to discharge, as 
far as possible, these 100-year-old debts.

Roberts when he began his campaign for a great- 
er British military establishment that he was a 
fcolish ald man. When he foretold a great war 
with Germany they said that he was an alarmist, 
a professional soldier talking shop, a “crank” 
with one idea and that a poor one. 

Roberts ig dead now. But he lived to see just 
what he predicted. He lived long enough to re- 
ceive his nation’s thanks for doctrines at which

He did not say “I told you so!” He had no 
word of reproach. The disaster fell, and Roberts, 
vigorous at 82, prepared to take his share of the 
burden. He went to France to encourage the 
Indian soldiers, who idolized him; and there, with- 
in sound of the cannons, he died.

Well  Quat tiea to Speak. 
Alexander i8 well qualified to speak 


on the subject.. He won the Gold Medal 
at the Paris exhibition in 1900 and was 
decorated by the French Government. 
Works of his hang in the Luxembourg 
in Paris and in other famous European 
galleries. He is an honorary member of. 
the Royal Soeiety of British Artists and 
an active member of the Societe des 
Artists Francais of Paris. Besides be- 
ing president of the National Academy 
he is president of the National Institute 
of Arts and Letters, of the School Art 
League and of the MacDowell Club, 
vice-president of the National Federa- 
tion of Fine Arts, of the National So- 
ciety of Mural Painters and of the 
American Federation of Arts, a trustee 
of the Metropolitan Museum of the New 
York Public Library and of the Fine 
Arts Society, and a member of almost 
every other art society of standing in 
the United States. 

. He has won fame and wealth with his 
brush. He started in as an office boy 
with the Harpers and worked his way | 
up to the illustrating department. By 
careful saving “he got together enough 
Imoney to go to Europe and study art, 
first in Paris, then in Munich, where he 
won his first medal. After studying in 
Italy he returned to the United States 
and took up portraiture and decorative 
painting. He has attained international 
prominence, but his strictures on the 
American public are well borne out by 
the fact that of 20 persons questioned at 
random only three could tell who John 
W. Alexander was and of the three one 
was an artist. Nine persons said he 
manufactured shoes and the others had }. 
never heard of him. 

It is impossible to talk to this tall,

Marked Advance for 
Assessment Plan 


Continued From Preceding Page. 


ceeds $6000, and in any paving work, 
whatever its cost, payment of local 
assessments shall be in five yearly in- 
atallments, with interest at 5&per cent 
Where any sewer costing more than 
$40,000 is to be bullt, the Council may by 
four-fifths majority vote provide for the 
payment of the local assessment in not 
less than five nor more than 15 yearly in- 
stallments, with interest at 5 per cent. 

The city will issue its bonds to pay 
for improvements made by the local 
assessment plan, and will redeem them 
with installment payments by property 
owners. 

Drawn by State Legislature. 

This charter, cutting so heavily for 
the general good into what the single 
tax folk call “the unearned inorement,” 
was not the product of Buffalo single 
taxers, nor of any Buffalo group. It 
Was enacted by the New York State 
Legislature and Buffalo's voters were 
given choice of accepting or rejecting it 
at the polls. To be sure, Buffalo’s needs 
were studied and Buffalo’s voice was 
heard in the drafting of the charter. 

Some of its features are the following: 

It preserves the city’s old ward 
lines, for electing county supervisors; 
the ward council disappears. 

The city is given power to build 
and own “wharves, canals, slips, 

and conduits,

may ‘“‘do anything necessary to beau- 
tify the city or preserve or add to 
the safety, intelligence, comfort and 
well-being of the city and its in- 
habitants.”’ 

Good Salaries Are Paid. 

Legislative, executive and admin- 
istrative powers of the city are 
vested in a city council of five mem- 
bers—a Mayor and four Councillors. 
The Mayor is to be paid $8000 a year, 
each Councillor $7000. All will serve 
four-year terms. Any vacancy in 
the Council will be filled, until the 
next general election, by a man 
chosen by the remaining Councillors. 

The Council controls all ality af- 
fairs except the City Court, the Chil- 
dren’s Court and the civil service, 
railroad terminal and grade cross- 
ing commissions. it rules water- 
works, parks and public schools. 

Administration is divided into five 
departments: Public Safety, Finance 
and Accounts, Public Affairs, Public 
Works, Parks and Public Buildings. 
The Mayor is ex-officio superinten- 
dent of public safety, each Councillor 
of one of the other four departments. 
In practice, each will be chairman of 
a departmental oo ttee of the 
Council,- the actual administrative 
work being done by appointive offi- 
clals. 

The Council, on the Mayor’s nomin- 
ation, appoints a Corporation Coun- 
sel, a Superintendent of Hducation, 
a Board of Bducation of not less 
than five members “of whom 
one shal] be a woman,” and the 
usual bureau chiefs. Also the Coun- 
cll appoints Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, as provided by State law, for 
four-year terms. 

800 Oan Nominate. 

Nominations are by petition of 300 
or more voters. A nominating pri- 
mary in October picks the two lead- 
ing candidates for Mayor and eight 
leading candidates for the four Coun- 
ci] positions, to be voted on at the 
November general elections every 
fourth year. Candidates’ names must 
be put on the primary ballot in al- 
phabetical order; if the voter doesn’t 
like any of them, space is left him 
to write in the name of a man he 
does like. | 

The Council must prepare a year- 
ly budget and can go outside it only 
by four-fifths majority vote. 

The Council is authorized to estab- 
lish and maintain retirement and 
pension funds for policemen, firemen 
and public school teachers, 

“The Council shall have full power 
and contfol over all trees planted 
and to be planted in any of the 
streets or public places of the city, 
including the right to plant new 
trees and to care for the same and 
to remove trees living or dead, and 
to trim, spray, or otherwise care for 
all such trees.” 

Labor: “In contracting for any 
work required to be done by the city, 
a clause shall be inserted that the 
contractor © * * shall bind himself 
* © © not to discriminate either as 
to workmen or wages against mem- 
bers of labor organisations, or to ao- 
cept more than eight hours as a 
day's work to be performed with nine 
consecutive hours.” For overtime, 
time and half must be paid

“The retreat of the Russians is 
made difficult by the fact that the 
Germans destroyed’ all railroads, 
bridges and highways. A Russian 
defeat here may decide the entire 
campaign in the East, as the Russians 
are without trained reserves and lack 
arms, ammunition and officers.”’ 

The German fleet in the Baltic is 
reported to have succeeded in closing 
ithe entrance to the port of Libau, Rus- 
sia, through the sinking of ships.

CAPTAIN’S REPORT

“Not Hostile, but Unfriend- 
ly,” He Cabled — Firing 
Now Said to Have Been 
Warning Against Mines—

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Turkey has 
voluntarily explained to the United 
States Government, through Ambas- 
sador Morgenthau, that the shots fired 
toward the launch of the American 
cruiser Tennessee last Monday from the 
forts of Smyrna, Asia Minor, were in- 
tended merely as the customary warn- 
ing that the port of Smyrna was mined 
and closed to navigation. 

Although the explanation is informal, 
and the United States Government still 
is awaiting a reply to formal repre- 
sentations which Ambassador Morgen- 
thau was instructed to make to the 
Turkish foreign office, it was generally 
admitted at the White House, State and 
Navy Departments that all danger of 
rerious complications over the incident 
had been removed. 

Ambassador Morgenthau reported that 
two members of the Ottoman Cabinet, 
the Ministers of Interior and War, had 
fully explained the occurrence to him, 
and high officials here said his message 
was filed pefore the instructions sent 
from Washington -to diseuss the subject 
officially with the Grand Vizier could 
have been received by Mr. Morgenthau. 


Guarantee Expected. 

President Wilson and his Cabinet re- 
gard the informal explanation as a 
certain precursor of a formal explana- 
tion and believe guarantees for the pro- 
tection of Americans and their inter- 
ests will also be forthcoming from the 
Turkish Government. 

The message from Mr. Morgenthau, 
dated Nov. 16 (last Monday), but de- 
layed en route, relieved a delicate sit- 
uation. It arrived late in the afternoon 
and after it was deciphered was dis- 
cussed at a conference tonight between 
the President, Secretary Daniels and 
Acting Secretary Lansing of the State 
Department. the following statement 
was issued at the White House: 

Dispatches concerning the. Smyrna 
incident have just been received from 
Ambassador Morgenthau, which were 
sent before he -had received any 
communication from the State De- 
partment. He informs the Govern- 
ment that on the evening of the day 
on which the incident occurred (on 
Monday last) the Ottoman Minister 
of the Interior informed him that the 
commander of the Tennessee had at- ~ 
tempted to visit Smyrna in his steam 
launch, passing through the mine, 
zone, contrary to the Turkish Gov- 
ernment’s regulations, and that the 
boat had been stopped by warning 
shots fired towards her. 

He added that the Governor-Gen- 
eral, after the incident, had offered 
to take the officer overland in his 
automobile. The Minister of War 
later communicated. with the Ambas- 
sador, fully informing him of the in- 
cident and requesting that the Ten- 
nessee, which was then at Vourla, 
some distance from the harbor of 
Smyrna, should be withdrawn. The 
Embassy had some time ago been 
officially informed that the port of 
Smyrna was closed alike to warships 
and merchant vessels. The Ambas- 
sador, therefore, requested Capt. 
Decker to withdraw and he, of 
course, did so, proceeding to the 
Island of Chios. 

Owing to the extreme difficulty of 
communicating with Constantinople, 
no further advices have yet been re- 
ceived. Instructions had already 
been sent to the Ambassador. We 
are still awaiting the Ambassador's 
reply to those instructions. 

Turkey Within Rights. | 

The fact that the Governor-General of 
Smyrna had offered to take Capt. Deck- 
er of the Tennessee by automobile to 
the American consulate at Smyrna, of- 
ficials here’ declared, indicated clearly 
the friendliness of the Turkish officers, 
The right of a belligerent to mine. its 
ports and exclude neutral merchantmen, 
as well as warships, is recognized in 
international law, and the only ground 
on which the subjeet will grobably be 
further discussed will be to elicit from 
the Ottoman Government some definite 
guarantees respecting the safety of 
Americans and their interests, so that 
it will not be necessary for American 
warships to visit Turkish - ports.

American-Registered Ship’s 
Coal Is Seized by Germans 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Reports 
have been received from Valparaiso, 
Chile, stating that the American steam- 
er Sacramento, formerly the German 
steamer Alexandria, arrived in the 
Chiléan port and that her captain com- 
plained that she had been seized on 
the high seas by a German warship, 
whose commander had taken her coal 
and provisions away from her, 

The: Sacramento took into Valparaiso 
the crew of the French bark Valentine, 
which was sunk by the German cruiser 
Dresden. The Chilean authorities have 
notified the captains of other German 
steamers that they and their crews will 
be interned until the end of the war. 

It is recalled here that, when the Sac- 
ramento changed her registry in San 
Francisco and prepared to sail, the Brit- 
ish Consul declared his belief that the 
ship was carrying supplies to a German 
cruiser, and his protest caused the sall- 
ing. to be delayed. The Chilean devel- 
opments are taken to indicate that the 
British Consul’s suspicions were well 
grounded and the captain’s report ‘that 
the German crulser forcibly took his fuel 
away from his is regarded as a pleas- 
ant fiction. ?

“KICKED AND STABBED” 


Sworn Statements Allege Men 
Lying on Field Were Slain 
With Lances by Enemy. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Count von 
Bernstorff, German Ambassador, filed 
@ note with the State Department 
today complaining of alleged viola- 
tions of the Geneva Red Cross Con- 
vention of July 6, 1906, by French 


troops. The Ambassador accompanied 
the note with a long report from the 
German Foreign Office making de- 
tailed charges. . 

The statement filed by the German 
Ambassador declares that “of the 
great number of cases known, only 
thos, that have been investigated by 
court proceedings or established be- 
yond contravention by official report 
are cited.” It declares that “the 
Imperial German Government with 
indignation brings this treatment of 
German wounded, accorded in open 
derision of the law of nations, to 
public knowledge.” It is alleged that 
German wounded were treated rough- 
ly and sometimes robbed, and that 
French troops attacked German field 
hospitals and robbed them. 

' German’s Sworn Statement. 

Among the documents in the German 
Ambassador's report is a sworn state- 
ment by Franz Mevisscn. before a mili- 
tary court at Mersch, that, on the 
night of Sept. 7, near Arlons, he saw, 
from his hiding place In a pile of straw, 
“how the French stabbed to death with 
their lances German mounted scouts 
who were wounded, but still alive; dur- 
ing the clear night I saw them walk 
about upon the field of action and here 
and there stab scouts lying there.” 

Peter Haenzler, of the guard reserve 
brigade, testified that near Rehain- 
viller “the French kicked with their 
feet the men of our squad who had 
remained lying on the field and when 
they gave signs of life by screaming 
or groaning, I heard shots.” 

Another. under oath, said that he 
heard a Frenchman ask a German sol- 
dier where he was wounded and. when 
the latter replied “in the foot,’ and 
pointed to the foot, the Frenchman shot 
him through the head.

intelligence system, and the marvelous 
accuracy of their information, 


asked Lieut. Caley. 

‘“‘Ts Buenos Ayres and then home,’ 
said Capt. Thompson. 

“Oh, no, Captain,’ said he, with a 
smile. ‘You are going. to the Argen- 
tine, indeed, but you are going for meat 
for the English expeditionary force in 
France,” and I heard later he named the 
precise port, which Capt. Thompson 
had thought no one but he knew, where 
the Highland Hope was to have landed 
her meat cargo. 

Wrecks Wireless Apparatus. 

“The German then politely, but firm- 
ly, ordered Capt. Thompson to pass the 
word to all his crew to get ready to 
leave the ship within a half hour. 
Meanwhile, he took a couple of men 
and paid me a visit in the wireless 
room. One of the men was an expert 
electrician and he proceeded to dis- 
mantle the apparatus. 

“While this was going on another 
steamer came up. This was the Crefeld, 
a North German Lloyd ship, built for 
carrying immigrants to South America, 
which had been prepared before hand 
to serve as a tender for the Karlsruhe. 
She was lying in Hahai when the war 
broke out and ran away to join the 
cruiser. She was destined for the job 
of carrying us prisoners around for the 
next six weeks. 

Told to Take Food. 

“All our boats were iowered and the 
crew proceeded to embark, taking with 
them their persona) effects. Capt 
Thompson told them to take as much 
food with them from the ship's stores 
as they could carry, as he had heard 
from the German officer that provis- 
lions might later bé scarce. 

‘The men filled their pockets with 
biscuits and fresh fruit, of which we 
had a lot on board. 

“When the Germans in the boarding 
boat saw the fruit they set up a yell 
and began to beg for some and our fel- 
lows, not being in particularly good 
humor, pelted them with it. The Ger- 
mans didn’t like the pelting, but they 
were so eager for the fruit that some 
of them jumped overboard after it. 

“While this was going on the two men 
in the wireless room with me were 
busily and scientifically dismantling the 
whole plant and packing up the receiv- 
ing outfit, the induction coils and the 
other light and valuable parts prepara- 
tory to carrying as much as they could 
to the Karlsruhe, 

“They asked me to help them, as 
casually as you might ask anybody 
standing around to give you a hand 
with a job, but I declined. They 
took my refusal in good part, and 
in a few minutes, entirely unassisted, 
they had my plant pretty well cleaned 
out. 

Meet Two Other British Crews. 

“Then I went in the boats along 
;with the rest of the crew and we 
rowed over to the Crefeld. When 
we got on board there, we found two 
other British crews. They were from 
the steamers Strathroy and Maple 
Branch, which had been captured by 
the Karlsruhe on Aug. 81, and Sept. 
6, respectively. From them we got 
a lot of interesting information about 
our captors and their methods of do- 
ing business. 

“The first thing we learned was that 


“*Where are you bound, Captain?! 


there were three ships in the Karlis- 
ruhe’s squadron. The third, the Ger- 
man steamer Rio Negro, came up 4 
few hours later, summoned by wire- 
less from the Karlsruhe. She was a 
Hamburg-American liner, and had 
been lying in Santos when the cruls- 
er called there. She ran away with- 
out stopping for clearance papers, 
and I guess will have an uncomfort- 
able time of it if she ventures into 
a Brazilian port again. 

‘We hung over the Crefeld’s rail and 
watched proceedings. The Karls- 
ruhe’s boats had gone back alongside 
the Highland Hope and were very 
busy. With a glass I saw that they 
wers taking out of her all her stores 
that could possibly be useful to them, 

“They even went into the engine and 
firerooms and unshipped all the steam 
sauges, water gauges, spare brass fit- 
tings and stripped the dynamo room of 
every particle of electric equipment they 
could get loose. Of course, they took 
the compasses and all the nagivating 
instruments. 


Watched Ship Go Down. 

“At 2 o’clock in the afternoon they had 
finished this organized looting, and the 
Crefeld and the Rio Negro received or- 
ders to steam ahead while the cruiser 
scuttled the Highland Hope. They 
hadn't the slightest intention of wast- 
ing any good powder and shot on her, 
nor even a charge of dynamite. So they 
opened her seacocks and stood by to 
make sure she would go down in proper 
shape. 

“While we were prisoners on the Cre- 
feld we saw her capture no less than 
ten British merchantmen. From Sept. 
14 to Oct. 11, when she took the Condor, 
she captured 11 steamers, and in one 
week, starting with the Farnhope on 
Oct. 5, she captured seven boats, an 
average Of one a day. Every one of 
these ten steamers, like the Highland 
Hope, was sunk. 

“The most striking episode of all was 
the capture and the sinking of the 8000 
ton Rio Iguassu, on Sept. 22. On this 
day the Karlsruhe intercepted three 
Steamers. When we came up she had 


| 
alt three of them grouped around her, 


one Swede, one Itahan and one English- 
man, the Rio Iguassu. The two neutral! 
ships she let go. This was about 20 
miles off Fernando da Cunha. 

‘The Rio Iguassu was bound from Rio 
Janeiro to London with a cargo of coal 
and electric fitting, the last of which 
was peculiarly welcome to the Karls- 
ruhe. The Germans picked up every bit 
of spare parts they could lay their hands 
on, just as they did with the Highland 
Hope, figuring, I suppose, that as they 
had to keep the sea and be their own 
repair shop, they couldn’t have _ too 
much material of this sort. 

Tried to Coal Ship at Sea. 

“After taking off all the electrical 


stores they could transship in boats— 
the sea was running: quite high—they 
tried to make fast alongside the 
Iguassu and coal] from her. 
couldn't manage it, and seeing that he 
would risk injuring his own ship in the 
attempt. the Karlsruhe’s captain or- 
dered the Rio seuttled without more 
delay. 

“They opened the seacocks, but for 
some reason—perhaps they suspected 
British cruisers in the neighborhood 
and wanted to get away—she didn't 
sink quickly enough to suit them, and 
they sent a boat back with some dyna- 
mite, 

“They planted one charge in the shaft 
alley astern, where it would open the 
engine room, and the other charge in 
the fore peak, right beside the bulk- 
head, so it would tear open two com- 
partments at once. 

“We heard the explosions, not very 
loud, from the deck of the Crefeld, 
and the ship at once listed over to port 
and began to fill and settle. 

“The other ship whose end made the 
greatest impression on me was the Cer- 
vantes on Oct. 8, not far from the spot 
where the Rio Igassu was sunk. The 
Cervantes was from Liverpool, loaded 
with a general cargo, including a lo: 
of naval stores. The Germans, of course, 
helped themselves to the stores, and 
then scuttled the ship. 

‘The crew had been taken to the Cre- 
fald, and as the ship went down one 
of the seamen, stripping.off his clothes 
yelled out, “I’m going with her,”’ leaped 
to the rail, dived headlong into the sea 
and swam to the Cervantes.

HE HAS LEPROSY 


Former Cement Worker Has 
Blotched Skin Which He 
Thinks Due to Dust. 


Anatosios Lozias, a Greek, who until 
® few days ago worked at the Con- 
tinental Cement plant, is held by the 
City Health Department in the isolation 
ward of the old city hall while tests 


are being made to determine if he has 
leprosy. If final tests show he has 
leprosy he will be deported to Greece, 
where he came from. The bacteriologi- 
cal tests will be completed Wednesday 
by Dr. F. A. Baldwin, city bacteriolo- 
gist. . 

Lozias came from Greece fn 1912. He 
lived for a while in Denver, then came 
to St. Louis. He was arrested yester- 
day by Health Department officials, 
and is at présent confined in the isola- 
tion ward of the old city hall. A 6x4 
beam is wedged against his doorway to 
prevent escape. 

Lozias was reported to city officials 
by Dr. John W. Marchildon. He was 
taken in custody yesterday at 10 a. m., 
when he entered the office of Dr. 
Gearge Mandelaris, 114 South Sixth 
Street, for treatment. 

Entire Body Is Blotched. 

His entire body is blotched. Lozias 
attributed it to being subjected to lime 
and cement dust in his work. 

He wept bitterly when told he prob- 
ably had leprosy. Through an inter- 
preter he said that he had a wife and 
three children in Greece. 

Lozias said that beside working with 
over 200 men in the cement plant, he 
had also traveled on street cars, and 
mingled with crowds in motion picture 
theaters, unaware of his serious pre- 
dicament. 

Dr. C. M. Woodruff, who has had con- 
Siderable experience treating leprosy 
cases, said the disease was not highly 
contagious, and that unless persons had 
been in close. contact with the man 
there was little danger of. infection. 
Only by using the same towels, or liv- 
ing in the same room with him; would 
anyone else’ be likely -to contract the 
disease, he said. — 

Cultures Taken From Skin. 

When visited by city physicians, Lo- 
zias cheerfully allowed new cultures to 
be taken from his. skin. Speaking 
through Immigration Officer Pappas, he 
said he could not remember the names 
of any of the motion picture houses 
which he had frequented. Part of the 
time since working in St. Louis he had 
lived over a cafe at 107 South Sixth 
street. 

Should Lozias prove to be a leper he 
will be immediately deported, instead of 
being cared for at the quarantine south 
of the city. At present two lepers are 
held there—Mon Wing, a Chinaman, 
and John Grable, a former soldier, who 
served in the Philippines. George Hart- 


ran away from the St. Louis quaran- 
tine about a year ago. He was last 
heard of in Mexico.

LAWLER DALEY FILES 
ELECTION CONTEST SUIT 


Alleges He Should Have Had 500 
Majority Over Fellow 


Democrat. 

Lawrence P. (Lawler) Daley, a mem- 
ber of the Democratic City Central 
Committee, filed an election contest suit 
in the Circuit Court yesterday against 
Andrew W. Powers, also a: Democrat.

Despite the supposed cnhance~- 
taking feature of “new rootball, due 
to relinquishing possession of the 
vall, consistency has been one of the 
unexpected features of the season.

Three Kinds of Roads, 

‘Tt will be necessary, in my judg- 
ment, to classify all existing highways 
into at least three classifications. The 
first is the great cross-state or inter- 
state highways reaching into every 
county in the State, and opening up 
every section to the benefits of the im- 
proved land values, freer social inter- 
course, and higher intellectual life. 

“The second is the main feeders or 
great country roads; and, third, the by- 
roads, local roads or lanes. 

‘*These various classes of roads should 
be built. improved and maintained with 
a view to the amount of traffic that 
they can bear and must bear. The first 
class should be of the most permanent 
and scientific construction. The second 
class could be of a less expensive na- 
ture and would need less maintenance. 
The third class could be improved only 
to the extent that the community re- 
quired. a 


“The expense of building and main- 
taining these roads should be distributed 
upon the same basis. The roads of the 
first class should be supported by the 
taxing power of a large area of country, 
including at least the entire State, be- 
cause the wealth gathered in the cities 
ought to contribute to them. The sec- 
ond class of roads should also have a 
wide taxing power at least co-extensive 
with the county and possibly with 2 
group of counties or with some State 
aid. This would leave the small road 
district or local community only tho 
burden of the smaller or purely local 
roads. However much politicians may 
twist and turn and argue about the 
question, we must eventually come to 
some scientific solution of the problem. 
I realize that when we begin to talk 
about real road improvement political 
difficulties of all kinds are encoun- 
tcred, what the people will demand in 
the next few years.,in this eountry is 
good roads and not politics.’’

TRIP OF 1000 MILES _ 
MADE OVER GOOD ROADS 


A motor trip of nearly a thousand 
miles over the roads in Missouri was 
concluded Monday evening, when F. 
W. A. Vesper, president of the Vesper- 
Buick Auto Co. and Fred Campbell, 
the accessory dealer, réached St. Louis 
from Hannibal. Accompanied by Mrs. 
Vesper and Mrs. Campbell, they left 


30, and drove. west to Kansas City, 
and after spending several days at 
Excelsior Springs, returned via North 
Missouri. 

In speaking of the trip, Mr. Ves- 
per said, “Without question, the most 
delightful time to make a tour is in 
the fall—particularly if the splendid 
weather that we have had the last 
two weeks is to be considered. We 
found the roads in splendid shape, 
and the trip, which was 980 miles, 
was, as a whole, the best tour that 
I Wave ever made. We went west via 
Mexico, Moberly and Carrollton, on 
what is known as the Missouri State 
highway, which is clearly marked by 
three white lines, clear to Kansas 
City. From Excelsior Springs to 
‘Chillicothe, we used the new Canad&@, 
Kansas City ‘and Gulf highway, 
which has just been opened, and 
which is splendidly marked with a 
white band and the initials C. KC & 
G. on all posts and cross roads, clear 
through to Iowa. | 

“From Chillicothe east to Brook- 
field and Macon, we were on the 
Cross State highway which is marked 
with a white band on the post and 
@ cross, which cannot be confused 
with any other markings. The road 
from Macon north through Kirksville 
has not yet been fully marked, but 
arrangements have been made so 
that the marking will be finished 
within the next few days. East from 
Kirksville through Edina and Knox 
City and thence north to Memphis, 
the roads were in splendid condition 
also, and between each of the points 
the roads are clearly designated by 
special markings, so that no difficulty 
need be encountered at any point. 


“From Memphis to Keokuk we 
followed the Three Star route, which 
is one of the older of the marked 
roads, and from Keokuk south 
through Canton, Palmyra,.

NEEDS MORE GASOLINE 
ON COLD MORNING 


“When the motor refuses to start 
these cold mornings, the trouble can be 
traced usually to the carburetor,”’ states 
L. E. Newell of the Newell Motor Car 
Co., distributers in this territory for 
the Haynes car. ‘More gasoline is re- 
quired in cold weather than in warm 
weather, and the adjustment should be 
made accordingly, The reason is sim- 
ple when it is considered that the richer 
the mixture of gas going into the cyl- 
inders, the more heat will be generated. 


“The outside air is much colder, and 
consequently the heat will radiate much 
faster from the cylinders than in warm 
weather. To get the same results from 
the motor, this extra loss of heat must 
be made up by supplying an extra 
amount of fuel. The cooling system 
should also receive careful attention to 
prevent any damage arising from freez- 
ing. The radiator cells have very thin 
walls for rapid cooling, and the lightest 
freeze is liable to develop leaks. The 
system should be cleaned out with a 
solution of ordinary washing soda and 
water, and then an anti-freezing solu- 
tion of some sort used.

CHEAPER TAXICABS 


For many years the cab-using public 
in New York and other American cities 
have protested at the high taxicab rates 


they had to pay here in comparison with 
the lower rates charged in London, Paris 
and other European cities.

Invention of. Portuguese With 
Water as Basis. 


The discovery of a substitute for 
gasoline as a motive power for auto- 
mobiles, successful tests of which have 
been made by officials of the Speedway 
and experts from Indianapolis automo- 
bile factories, leads to the establish- 
ment of a new industry at Indianapolis. 
Those interested in the new product 
are Carl G. Fisher, president of the 
Prest-O-Lite Co., the Indianapolis 
Speedway and founder of the Lincoln 
Highway; James A. Allison, secretary 
of the Speedway and associated with 
Fisher in many ventures; H. B, Joy of 
the Packard Co., Roy Chapin of the 
Hudson, Howard C. Marmon of the 
Marmon Co,, and A. C, Newby, vice- 
president of the Speedway and presi- 
dent of the National Motor Vehicle Ca, 

With the marketing of the product It 
is predicted the automobile industry 
will be revolutionized. It is said the 
new substance can be manufactured 
for 14% cents per gallon. 

It was discovered by John Andrus, a 
Portuguese inventor of MeKeesport, 
Pa., who was recently paid $30,000 by 
the U. S. Government for his discov- 
ery of a method of toughening armor 
plate. 

Fisher brought Andrus to Indlanapols 
last July, where he has had the oo- 
operation of the Speedway management 
and the officials of the National auto- 
mobile factory in perfecting his com- 
pound. Since that time all kinds of 
tests and .demonstrations ‘have been 
made for automobile officials and ex- 
pert chemists. The substitute is being 
made in a still at the Speedway and 
Andrus explains to those interested the 
simplicity of his mixture, keeping secret 
only two of the ingredients which he 
says can be bought at any drug store. 
In tests. for speed and miles per gal- 
lon, the substitute has excelled. regular 
gasoline in every instance. 


WARSHIP ADVANCED 
PRICE OF RUBBER 


“The Cruiser Emden, which was re- 
cently sunk after a career in which she 
déstroyed many merchant vessels, was 
the cause of some worry to the rubber 
trade of the United States,” says an 
official of.the Goodyear Tire and Rub- 
ber Co, 

“The Emden probably cost the rub- 
ber industry in America $1,000,000, dil- 
rectly or otherwise, and, had she been 
allowed to continue to roam the Indiaa 
Ocean indefiniately she would have cost 
American thdustry stil] more. 

“Before the engagement with the Syd- 
ney, which ended the Emden’s career, 
she. eank nearly two dozen merchant 
ships. One of these carried 2300 tons of 
crude rubber from the Far East, bound 
for London, and two others carried 800 
tons of crude rubber each. The United 
States gets most of its crude rubber 
supply from London. 

“The effect of the Emden’s activities 
on shipping was noticeable. Insurance 
rates became almost prohibitive. Crude 
rubber prices advanced steadily until 
they were 12 cents a pound above nor- 
mal. Sinoe the sinking of the commerce 
destroyer rubber prices have been grad- 
ually returning, the markets and insur- 
ance have eased, and the theory is that 
conditions will becgme even more favor- 
able than they are now.”

Raffles, prize euchres, wheels of for- 
tune and the disposal of various ar- 
ticles by sale of ‘“‘chances,’”’ common at 
church bazars, and al! other tranSac- 
tions in which prizes are offered on a 
lottery basis, are nothing but common 
gambling in the eyes of the law, under 
a ruling made yesterday by Prosecuting 
Attorney Sidener. His exposition of 
the law followed an order issued last 
week by Chief of-Police Young against 
such gambling in saloons, stores and 
picture shows, but exempting church af- 
fairs. 

Sidener said it made no difference 
whether a game of chance is operated 
as a business enterprise, as a drawing 
card for a saloon or motion picture 
theater, or as @ revenue producer for 
churches or schools. The law makes no 
exception in favor of any chance con- 
test, and declares it a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by a fine of $%0 and a year’s 
imprisonment. 

One Warrant Issued, 

As an example of what may be ex- 
pected, Sidener issued a warrant yester- 
day against the officers of the Gold- 
man Amusement Co., operating a mo- 
tion picture theater at Prairie avenue 
and North Market street. Evidence 
showed that numbered tickets were 
given to patrons of this theater and, 
on certain nights of each week, a draw- 
ing was conducted to see which num- 
bers would entitle ticket holders to 20 
turkeys. Before claimant could have a 
turkey, however, the management stip- 
ulated that he or she mount the stage 
and entertain the audience with a bit 
of impromptu vaudeville. 

Sidener said such vaudeville skits are 
not equivalent tO an exchange of a 
valuable consideration for the Thanks- 
giving bird. 

Chief Young, when he learned last 
night of Sidener’s announcement, said 
he would direct patrolmen on the beat 
to visit every church bazar and if a 
wheel of fortune or othey means Of 
sambling is found, it will be suppressed 
and the evidence turned over to Sidener. 
Prize euchres will come tinder the same 
ban, Chief Young declared.

Fifteenth Annual Feast Will be Community 


Affair and Both Old and Young Will be Made 
Happy; Clothing and Toys for Children 


No child in St. Louis shall lack a 


share in the joys of Christmas this year. 
The Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival 
Association has begun the work of prep- 


aration for its fifteenth, annual enter- 
tainment and feast for the poor with 
greater energy than ever before. It 
will provide baskets of food for all the 
needy families in St. Louis; it will 
spread a dinner for homeless men; it 
will entertain all the children who have 
no Christmas in their homes and giv? 
dolls or books to the girls, caps, swea*- 
ers and suitable toys to the boys. 

That this great occasion of hospitality, 
from the well-to-do to those who are 
not well-to-do, may lack no element of 
the community spirit the Municipal 
Playgrounds Association and that splen 
did organization which gave the Pag- 
eant of St. Louis in Forest Park last 
May, have joined with the Christmas 
Festival Association in the work whicn 
shall center at the Coliseum. 

First Festival in 1900. 

The festivals began in 1900 in the old 
Coliseum on Thirteenth, St. Charles an 
Fourteenth streets. There all the poor 
children of St. Louis who were known 
to the charitable associations were gath- 
ered, feasted and loaded with gifts. The 
ruling thought was that no one, no mat- 
ter how great the poverty at home, 
shouldbe left out of the circle of glad- 
ness and cheer which is so bright in 
the homes of the more fortunate. There 
were then, and have never been in the 
succeeding years, any barriers of creed 
or language. All the agents of socie- 
ties which have to do with mitigating 
the sufferings caused by poverty co- 
operated then and still co-operate with 
the festival association. 

Each Christmas thereafter so long as 
the old Coliseum remained standing it 

‘'s used for the great Festival of Hap- 
piness on Christmas day. When the 
building was torn down there was no 
suitable place in St. Louis for the great 
feast and therefore seven festivals were 
held in the largest halls obtainable in 
North, Central and South St. Louis. 

When the new Coliseum, at Jefferson 
and Washington avenues, was com- 
pleted, it became the home of the Fes- 
tival, 
after its inauguration. 


Has Brought Permanent Good. 
Thus, for 14 consecutive years, on 


Christmas day, the great tree has been 
set up and the poor have been called in 
to share in the community’s hospitality. 
This is the fifteenth year, and among 
those who came in earlier days to par- 
take of the feast of fun and food, many 
have grown up to help the cause out of 
their own purses. The work has been 
educational and uplifting, awaking 2 
G@esire for better things—the ambition 
to rise to the refinement and prosperity 
of the ladies and gentlemen who served 
as hosts. 

The Festival has become one of the 
great institutions of the community, 
embracing every citizen as giver or par- 
taker. It represents In a large measure 
the spirit of that superb Pageant which 
brought all parts of the city together 
for a common end. It is the annual 
realization of a hign ideal of social 
service. 

Realizing this fact each year more or- 
ganizations of those who seek the bet- 
terment of their fellow men have asked 
for a share in the great undertaking. 
The playgrounds and Pageant work- 
ers will, this year, have charge of the 
entertainment in tke Coliseum. They 
will put on a Christmas pantomime of 
great beauty which every child will find 
full of wonder. 

Requires Large Sum, 

To carry on the festival year after 
year requires a large sum of money 
which is annually provided by the read- 
ers of the Post-Dispatch. Contributions 
are solicited from everyone and in any 
amount the contributors find it conven- 
ient to give. Each contribution, how- 
ever large or small, is gratefully re- 
ceived by the association and acknowl- 
edged in the columns of the Post-Dis- 
patch. The larger the total sum the 
more can be done to make the children 
and their parents happy. 

Population shifts and each year asso- 
ciation workers find among the Coliseum 
guests hundreds of girls who have never 
owned a doll, hundreds of boys who 
have never had a toy and hundreds of 
children who have nevea,owned a whole 
garment to shield them from the win- 
ter’s cold

ments costs money. There is just as 
much money in St. Louis now as there 
was before the great war frightened 
people into thinking times are hard.

Girls Asked to Dress Dolls.

A 
large numbér of undressed dolls have 
been bought and every girl and woman 
knows that clothes are as necessary io 
the gift as the doll itself. These dolls 
are 12 inches long, are well made, joint- 
ed and have eyes that open and close. 


Some have flaxen hair and some have| 


brown hair; some have pink and some 
blue kid slippers. 

Volunteers who will dress these dolls 
can get them from the Post-Dispatch. 
It is hoped that organizations will agree 
to dress a number of dolls. There are 
many social clubs which would find 
great entertainment in a doll-dressing 
bee. If the officers of such organiza- 
tions will apply to the Post-Dispatch 
they will be furnished with the dolls. 
A plan by which individuals who wish 
to give similar aid will be announced 
in a few days.

GOOD ROAD CLUB 


BOOMS DEMAND On 
SUBURBAN LAND 


East Side Organization’s Dues 
Are Only $5, but Money Spent 
Proves of Great Benefit. 


ROAD DRAG EMPLOYED 


Excellent Highway Between East 
St. Louis and Edgemont 
Attracts Autoists. 


The work of the State Street Good 
Road Club, an organization composed 
of East St. Louls business men whose 
residences are located on the bluffs, and 
who have been keeping the State street 
road in good order between East St. 


Louls and Edgemont, has resulted in 
an increased demand for bluff property. 
The annual dues of the club, $ a mem- 
ber, are used solely for the purpose of 
keeping up the road. 

The club purchased a 4rag and hired 
@ man to drag the road after each rain 
during the summer, the total] expense 
of which was about $40 a month. 

Harry 8. Kramer, the secretary of the 
club, stated that the excellent condi- 
tion of the State street road during this 
summer has induced a great many auto- 
mobilists to visit the bluffs and has 
awakened a great deal] of interest in 
bluff property. The club proposes to 
continue its work until the road is 
paved. Plans for paving from East St. 
Louls to Edgemont are now under way. 

Discussing the effect of the good 
roads movement on suburban property, 
Kramer said: ‘The passage of the $14,- 
000 bond issue, which enables St. Clair 
County to take advantage of the Tice 
law, will help East St. Louts suburban 
property wonderfully. Under the Tice 
law, which is generally known as the 
State-aid road bill, the State of Illinois 
pays half of the expense of all road im- 
provement work and the _ -county 
through which the road passes pays the 
other half. The $14,000 bond issue, which 
was passed at the last election, means 
that St. Clair County will spend im- 
mediately about $28,000 on improvement 
work, which doubtless will have a tonics 
effect on suburban property. 

“The Park boulevard, which will 
connect State street with the magnifi- 
cent 1200-acre park planned for the 
Bluffs, will add one more excellent 
highway to Hast 8t. Louis. The im- 
provement of State street, which is 
assured, will put the Bluff property of 
East St. Louls 30 minutes from Broad- 
way In St. Louis. I have received a 
great number of inquiries from St. Louis 
people about my Edgewood property and 
other dealers in suburban property have 
had the same experience.”’

In an inventory of the estate of Wil- 
liam R. Donaldson Jr., which Was filed 
at Clayton yesterday, there were listed 
persona] holdings with a face value of 
$387,063.48, besides real estate in St. Louis 
and St. Louls County, which is appraised 
at a figure sufficient to raise the total 
value of the estate to approximately 
$600,000. 

Of this sum, under Donaldson's will, 
one-half will go to his fiancee, Miss 
Bertha Bates, of 8522 Washington ave- 
nue. Donaldson was strangely burned 
to death in a gasoline explosion at his 
country home on the Price road west 
of Clayton, on Oct. Ll, a few days be- 
fore he and Miss Bates were to have 
been married. She had recently resigned 
her position as teacher of Greek at the 
McKinley High School. Donaldson was 
an attorney, 38 years old. 

Large Bond Holdings, 

The personality consist of the follow- 
ing items: Notes, $48,231; stocks, $120,- 
609.17; bonds, $190,610; cash, $13,471.17; acci- 
dent insurance, 
chattels, $4610.05. Donaldson's largest 
holdings of stock were 333 shares in the 
Allen Estate Association, 194 shares of 
the Wagner Electric Co., 194 shares of 
the Westinghouse Air Brake Co., 1068 
shares of the St. Joe Lead Co., 175 shares 
of the Granby Mining and Smelting Co., 
and 50 shares of Laclede Gaslight Co. 

In United States Government bonds 
there was an investmentgof $54,000, and 
in Mexican Government bonds, $6910. Iz, 
the list are also $48,500 of  La- 
clede Gaslight bonds. Stocks with a 
face value of $4306 and notes totaling 
$221.06 are listed as worthless. Among 
the former are five shares of Southern 
Hotel Co. stock and three shares in the 
Mississippi! Valley Kenne!] Club. 

Had Much Real Estate. 

Donaldson owned a one-third interest 
in 26 pleces of real estate, including five 
on Broadway in St. Louis. Other prop- 
erties in the city are on Allen avenue, 
Geyer avenue, Seventh street, Gravois 
avenue and Ann avenue. There are 
farm tracts tn St. Louls County, Jeffer- 
son County and Madison County, IIL. 
with a combined area of 306 acres. 

On his deathbed Donaldson executed 
a codicil to his will by which one-half 
of his estate was left to Miss Bates, of 
whom he wrote: “I hope she will be 
happy.” A previous clause in the will, 
revoked by the codicil, bequeathed her 
$50,000. ‘Donaldson was a grandson of 
Thomas Allen, owner of the Southern 
Hotel and builder of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad. He inherited a fortune from 
the Allen estate.

The Detroit officials have been mak- 
ing a tour of the principal cities at their 
own expense, studying municipal gov- 
ernments and looking for ideas to aid 
them in the government of Detroit, 
Mayor Marx told Mayor Kiel. They 
have visited Philadelphia, New York. 
Washington, Baltimore and Pittsburg 
and will go to Chicago before they re- 
turn home, 

Park Commissioner Bust told Mayor 


Kiel and President Kinsey of the Pub- 


| ent 


lic Service Board that he believed the 
parkway would not only result to the 
ultimate advantage of the property own- 
ers in the benefit district by increasing 
the value of the property, but that 
this increase would result in added rev- 
enue which would repay the city for 
its expenditure. 


He cited the rapid growth of Detroit 
since that city began active park builld- 
ing 18 years ago as a proof that the 
new residents of a city now demand 
beauty as well as business. In 1830 
the city’s expenditure for upkeep of 
parks was $13.80, he said, while last 
year it was $607.68. In 1881 and 1882 a 
lé-mile crescent-shaped parkway was 
buflt through the business district of 


Detroit, Bust said, and property in| 
that district which was then worth $10 
to $35 a foot is now worth $23 to $1000 
a foot. Business has been attracted to 
this parkway, he said. 


Bust said Detroit is now expending 
$600,000 to build a parkway adjoining 
the new Michigan Centra] depot now 
under construction, which coresponds 


{to the St. Louls idea of having a park- 


way in front of Union Station. The 
original cost of the Detroit parks was 
placed by Bust at $8,477,887, and a recent 
valuation showed that the park prop- 
erty had increased to $34,645,000. During 
the period of park building, Bust said, 
the city has increased more in popula- 
tion than in the 200 years preceding 
1880,

Ducks. 

@. How can’ you tell the sex of Run- 
ner ducks? Would crushed corn, wheat, 
oats and sunflower seed be good for 
ducks? What kind of flour should be 
used for ducks? Is it all right for them 
to eat off a painted board floor? Must 
ducks be kept indoors all winter?—F. 
H., St. Louis. 
| A. There is little difference in the 
shape and color of the male and female. 
The male is somewhat more alert and 
racy in appearance. In the Standard 
the only difference in shape description 
is in shape of tail. The top feathers at 
the end of the tail turn up or back 
rather sharply. ‘hese are often called 
the “sex feathers.’’ There is a differ- 
ence in the noise of the male and fe- 
male. The female says “quack.” The 
male does not. The food mentioned is 
all right as far as it goes. You should 
feed also some vegetable food, Cooker 
potatoes or turnips are good. I advise 
also that you mix 8 to 10 per cent in 
bulk of sand with the ground grain 
and about the same amount of meat 
meal. Any good floor is all right. I 
prefer a cement floor, with two or three 
inches of earth on top of it, and straw 
or leaves on top of that. Ducks stand 
cold better than chickens. No, it is not 
necessary to confine ducks all winter. 
Let them run out when weather is not 
severe. Do not let them eat off a paint- 
ed board floor. Provide a trough, either 
with flat bottom or of the gutter type, 
preferably the former. See that it is 
kept clean. 


Indigestion, 

The droppings of my chickens are 
white and bloody. What is the trouble 
and the remedy ?—K. V., St. Louis. 

Your flock has indigestion in some 
form. I cannot say what the exact na- 
ture of it is, nor the cause. I don’t know 
what you feed. Better change your ra- 
tion. See that vegetable food, green 
stuff and meat are not lacking. Provide 
srit also. Physic your fowls by using 
epsom salt. Give 
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get out beyond the town’s limits and 
there with a few acres of ground and 
a flock of chickens, he will accumulate 
the riches he has figured out before- 
hand.

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E need homes—we all need shelter, and we ‘need about the same

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We speak of people being ind: pendently rich. That is a mistake; 
they are dependently rieh. The richer a man is the more dependent he 
is—the more people he depends upon to help him collect his income, 
and the more people he depends upon to help him spend his income.

RETURNED to my home yesterday from a kind 
of peace tour in the Middle West.

I had reached home at the wrong time to go to church in the regular 
way and the nearest an/l quickest thing to do was to drop into the Col- 
lege Vesper Service at five o’clock. 

Then I heard a man with a vast pipe organ up behind him (which 
could hardly have held itself in from singing Magnificats if it tried) and 
a hundred glowing college girls backing him up on the platform and break- 
ing out and singing ‘‘Jtrusalem the Golden!’’—I heard this man get up 
and tell seventeen hundred young women that Man was a brute, that no 
one could begin to express the stupendous, infinite, immeasurable brutality 
of the human heart. .

older than the Aztecs. Among the- 
things brought to light is a skull de- 
clared to be more than 5000 years old 
certainiy and possibly in existence 
several hundred thousand years ago.

The stories indi- 
cated that it must be somewhere near 
the Humboldt Lake. Sarah Winne-

Here the side of the hill was tapped. The instinct of 
the Indian girl, fed by the legend of Say-do-carah. had 
been unerring. Twenty feet through the rocky wall 
of the hill the picks fell into space and the prehistoric 
cave stretched dark and seemingly void before the 
searchers. 

Aid was given by the uni- 
.ersity and a party of explor- 
ers entered the vast cavity. 
The floor was found to be of 
guano deposited, by bats which 
had long since deserted the 
cave. Above the guano de- 
posit the tracings of hiero- 
glyphics were visible, how- 
ever, reaching up from the 
depths below. It was thought 
advisable to mine into the 
guano deposit and this was 
begun. 

The result has been the dis- 
covery of a civilization older 
even, it is thought, than is in- 
timated by the Piute legends. 
The first sign of the gréat 
antiquity of the Indians who 
once peopled the cave was the 
depth of the guano deposit 
left by the bats, which them- 
selves had long ago disap-

beds brought to light the rel- 
ics and picture writing it has 
been found to contain. The 
cavern, so far as it has been 
explored, is about 900 feet 
long, 400 feet wide and has a height of hundreds of feet 
in places. It is a magnificent tomb for a vanished race. 
Fortunately for public credulity, the story of the dis- 
covery comes stamped with the approval of the Nevada 
scientists. Otherwise one would think some romancer 
of the Rider Haggard type had been busy.

The first mention of this ancient civilization that is 
remembered by white men dates back to 1844 when Gen. 
Fremont led from California a little band of whites 
acrgss u new trail through the Rockies. He followed

Gen. Fremont and his party were guests of the Piute 
band for many days. Familiarity with other tribes had 
taught Fremont a method of communication by means 
of signs. He asked the Indian chief if he, in his great 
wisdom, could tell the white men whence came the red 
men—their origin. The aged chief, by signs indicated 
that the history of the Indians went back to the begin- 
ning of the world. It told how his ancestors had driven 
a whole nation into huge cavern and sealed them 
there to’ perish. 


It was made probably twenty cen- 


peared. The floor of the cave, 
and the.bones and markings 
of prehistoric animals, were 
not found until months of 
burrowing had reached Cownward 900 feet. Millions of 
bats must have occupied the cave for a thousand ages to 
have: left this enormous deposit behind.

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MACHINE that will do one’s exercis- 
ing for him without exertion on his 
part has been tried out at Barnes Hos- 
pital and has received the indorsement 
of physicians who have seen it at work. 
Its primary purpose is to reduce weight, 
without requiring exercise or dieting, 
and repeated experiments, both here and Chicago, have 
demonstrated its success. 

The machine was brought to St. Louis after a young 
millionaire and society man of this city heard of it 
and the wonders it was doing in Chicago. According 
to his plan, it is said, he was going to take a large 
block of stock in a producing company and was to put 
Mrs. Jim Drummond, one of the elect in the inner cir- 
cles of St. Louis society, in charge of the institution. 

For some reason, the plan fell through. Mrs. Drum- 
mond, who startled her friends several months ago by 
opening a novelty shop on Euclid avenue, refused to 
say why. It is believed that the Chicago company de- 
cided to keep its little gold mine all to itself and re- 
fused to make terms at all satisfactory to the St.

Yes, it is a massaging machine, but it is unlike any 
other massaging machine that has ever been invented. 
It ought to be, for it is the work of a man who made 
himself a millionaire by inventing mine machinery. It 
may be doubted that he ever invented a better little 
gold or silver producer than this little massager prom- 
ises to be. 

The curious will naturally wonder how in the world 
a maker of mine mechinery came to divert his talents 
into this channel. The answer is easy: He had both 
a sense of humor and an appreciation for the beauti- 
ful. 

His name is James P. Gardner and he was formerly 
head of the Morgan-Gardner Electric Co. of Chicago. 
After he had amassed a few millions out of his inven- 
tions, he determined to take life easy and retired from 
business. He had a good home, an amiable and hand- 
some wife and the entree into the most exclusive por- 
tals in his home city. Now rumor has it that the 
charming Mrs. Gardner consulted her mirror one day 
and observed with alarm that she was becoming decid- 
edly plump. Whereupon she consulted divers savants 
and read many learned books. Being wise in her gen- 
eration, she was willing to listen to advice. 

As the story goes, her husband one day unexpectedly 
entered her boudoir and belic ld something which amazed 
him. His comely spouse was stretched at full length 
on the floor and was rolling over and over with great 
animation. However beautiful a woman may be and 
however much she may be adored, it is positiv@y im- 
possible for her to appear at her best in such circum- 
stances. As has been remarked before, Mr. Gardner 
was both a humorist and a connoisseur of the beautiful. 

Furthermore, he was a dutiful husband. It may he 
inferred that Mrs. Gardner suggested that it was ur 
to him either to control his risibilities or to find some 
other way out of the difficulty. None of this anecdote, 
be it remembered, is confirmed either by the Gardners 
or by any of their employes; but one thing is sure: 
Mr. Gardner put his faculties to work and found a 
machine which would mean that neither Mrs. Gardner 
nor any other woman would have to resort to floor 
gymnastics to reduce weight. Gardner’s machine will 
do it for them. He made many changes before his 
device reached perfection, but, apparently, it arrived 
at perfection at last. 

The machine has a platform which can be raised or 
lowered to any altitude desired. About half way up it 
has two large belts of wooden rollers, each roller be- 
ing two feet long and about two inches from its neigh- 
bor, all of them pointing perpendicularly to the floor. 
The patient stands on the platform which is raised or 
lowered so that the rollers will inclose him about the 
hips, stomach or shoulders as desired. An ingenious 
crank-shaft arrangement makes it possible for the roll- 
ers to be adjusted closely around the circumference of 
the body. 

When the machine is adjusted about the patient he 
is held immovably in it. His arms rest upon small 
platforms provided for that purpose. The motor causes 
the belt of rollers on each side to turn, so that they 
will massage the body in a regular motion. The

amount of pressure or speed can be adjusted according 
to the needs of each particular case. 

What actually happens in the treatment is this: The 
rollers pass around the body, massaging it in such a 
manrer as to break up fat particles. At the same time 
the blood circulation is increased to an abnormal de- 
gree. The fat particles are dissipated, carried off by 
the blood and later eliminated by natural processes. 
Fnough pressure can be obtained to give the body a 
rosy glow all over, clear to the finger nails, without, 
however, inducing perspiration or having any deleteri- 
ous effect. In other words, all the physical effects of 
vigorous exercise can be obtained without requiring 
direct exertion. 

Results actually obtained are said to be marvelous. 
Hip, waist and shoulder reduction are obtained often 
to an astonishing effect within a few treatments. Each 
patient is urged to bring his physician before begin- 
ning the cure, so that he may be certain that there is 
nothing dangerous or quackish about the treatment. 
In fact, most of the doctors have indorsed it and it 
is said that many of them are obtaining the machine 
for use in private practice. 

When the Gardner machine was completed, one of 

them was set up in an 


office in the Tower Build- 


ing at Madison and 
Michigan avenues, Chi- 
cago. No attempt was 
made to advertise it at 
first, but its earliest 
users were found among 
Chicago's exclusive’ s0- 
cial sets. Within a com- 
paratively short time the 
mechanism became _ so 
popular and the resultant 
business was ‘£0 good 
that 35 more machines 
were built. There are 
now two offices in Chi- 
cago where it is ex- 
clusively used, one being 
the original stand and 
the other in the Great 
Northern Building.

Society women are more inclined to fleshiness than 
working women, of course, because their lives offer 
less resistance to nature’s own means of preventing 
superfluous fat. They dine well and they take little 
physical exercise. Their relatively indolent lives, when 
they get beyond the first resilience of youth, tends to- 
wards increasing the weight. 

This fat-—of course it is never called fat in polite 
society—is, however, much more susceptible to reduc- 
ing influences than is that acquired by working women.

Born 65 years ago, at Albion, IIl., the 
ron of an itinerant preacher, and himself 
a boy evangelist of some note, this super- 
Wallingford is declared to have won mil- 
lions of dollars by the promotion of 
fraudulent enter}; ises, which flowed with 
as restless a fert ‘ity from his brain as 
did melodies from the pen of Shubert. 
Trem his offices In Wall street he had 
hut to tap with the wand of his mesmeric 
cioquence, written or spoken, upon the 
stony cautiousnesg of experienced inves- 
tors—and lo! there poured forth into his 
eoffers a golden stream of wealth. 


The psuedo Mags of high finance now 
has an opportumty to reflect upon the 
Biblical definitio. of the wages of sin. 
Vike all of hia ilk, intoxicated with 
dreams of easy money, he fell an easy 
‘prey to other sharpers, and today declares 
himself to be penniless, through invest- 
ing his fortune in schemes as worthless 
as the ones by which he acquired it. 
For 10 years he has been a fugitive from 
‘ustice having been indicted in New 
York in 1904 for swindling with bogus 
mining stocks, and having been seized 
by officers of the law only last month 
in Toronto, Canada. 
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“Dr. Richard C. Flower,” said Collier’s Weekly recently, “was caught 
in October, after some obscure years of anxiety, spent chiefly in 
dodging the police and evading the courts. His hundreds of victims 
ranged from honest investors to self-deluded quacks itching to get rich

The 
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Handled millions of other people's 
money, might have been 
legitimately a multimillionaire; 
but is practically penniless 
and in jail awaiting trial oy a 
charge of swindling 
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the most universal advertisers in the 
United States. In hundreds of news- 
papers, East and West, North and South, 
appeared paid proclamations heralding 
the virtues of his medicines—for he had 
entered the field of patent drugs. 


This success led him to promote in 
a Boston sanitarium and a hotel, the 
latter, known as the Flower Hotel, hav- 
ing a prominence similar to that of the 
Planters aud Jefferson in St. Louis. In 
these enterprises he sold stock at $25 
a share, promising investors an income 
of $1 a month, or almost 50 per cent a 
year. As long as investors came in, 
which they are said to have done to the 
extent of half a million dollars, the 
dividends were paid; but when the 
fountain finally ran dry, Dr. Flower 
took a vacation in Europe and the en- 
terprise collapsed. 


On his return he was mysteriously 
connected with a number of undertak- 
ings, one of them a big New England 
leather concern, which went to wreck 
with liabilities of $14,000,000. Then he 
efiected a “cure” of the late Gideon: Ff 
T. Reed of New York, who was supposed 
to be afflicted with paralysis. 

Reed, in gratitude, permitted himself 
to be led into financing Flower’s ({llinois 
Coal and Coke Co., with headquarters 
near Peoria, Il. Reed even built a 
iown there, naming it Reed City, and 
gave it a $50,000 library. Later the 
town moved away, leaving the library 
and the ruins of the company. 


The Kem Kom Co., which made a 
chemical essence of coal so concentrated 
that it burned out the grates and boilers 
wherever used, was another of Flower’s 
picturesque failures. 

Flower was now able to move to New 
York and enter upon a career as a Wall 
street promoter. in his offices scheme 
after scheme blossomed as if in a hot- 
house, shed the fragrance of their prom- 
ises of wealth for a short time upon the 
receptive senses of investors, faded at 
last and scattered their petals to the 
winds. The former boy evangelist was 
then in his glory, and displayed an en- 
ergy, a fertility of invention and above 
all a magic power of salesmanship, 
which, had they been applied to legiti- 
mate purposes, would, in the opinion of 
experts, have made hiin a captain of in- 
dustry.

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Milling Co., Flower is said to have admitted that his profits were $1,200,000. 
Others of the companies which streamed galore from his teeming brain were the 
Frenchman's Bay Land Co., the West End Land Co., the Deming Land and

Flower’s youth, busy, clever and un- 
stable, was a fitting prefix to his later 
career. At the age of 16, destined by his 
father to follow in his own footsteps, he 
became an evangelistic exhorter, com- 
manding sinners with boyish eloquence 
and probably with his tongue in his cheek 
—to turn from the paths of evil. He pre- 
pared for the ministry at a little Illinois 
college, and was for two or three years a 
rural preacher in Kentucky. His unquiet 
mind could not rest at ease in the dogmas 
of the church, and he was soon the leader 
of a little schism. Accused of heresy, he 
lost his pulpit. 

Having scarcely reached his majority, 
he worked his way through a business 
college and eventually became a wizard 
at bookkeeping and the handling of fig- 
ures, an accomplishment of dubious ad- 
vantage to him in later enterprises. He 
entered law school for .

@ diploma in an Indiana medical school, when that State was 
less strict than it now is as to the competence of its physicians 
He thus had at least a superficial acquaintance with three pro 
fessions, law, theology and medicine; and could no doubt speak 
the jargon of all of them—besides a business training in which 
his natural bent probably made him more thorough. 

With this equipment he went to Philadelphia and set up as 
a physician. His real gift for salesmanship, however, over- 
came whatever “professional ethics” he had learned at college, 
and he became that scandal to the medical fraternity, an 
“advertising doctor,” of the most sensational kind.

She had invested only $500 
in an Arizona mine. She appealed to the authorities and Dr. 
Flower was arrested on a charge of swindling her with fraudu- 
lent mining stock. His bond was placed at $23,000. It was 
remarkable tribute to the promoter’s force of personality that 
the woman who furnished the bail was the widow of a man 
who had lost heavily in the Flower enterprises. On the day of 
the trial Flower fled, forfeiting his bond. He has since in- 
sisted that he repaid the $23,000 to the woman who rescued 
him from jail. 

While the police were searching for him, he established 
himself in Philadelphia as “Prof. Oxford,” and began the pro- 
motion of schemes so bizarre that it seems impossible that 
anyone could have been induced to invest in them—yet they 
did so. One was for making telegraph poles out of clay. An- 
other was the manufacture of bricks of any color desired, 
without delay, out of common garden soil or field loam. By 
this secret process, he asserted, the bricks would become hard

rock. That there should be a city which 

at one time is supposed to have had three 

quarters of a million inhabitants, which was lost 
to the world for almost 15 centuries, and since its 
rediscovery in 1812 visited by fewer than 50 travelers 
of record, seems almost im- 
possible. And yet it is true, 
and I believe that only eight 
Americans have preceded me 
to that city. 

It was the Selah of the old 
Testament, a name which like 
the Roman “Petra” means 
rock. It was that marvel—a 
city carved out of the natura! 
rock. And such carving! Such 
a city! It was a metropolis 
of temples, palaces and tombs! 

Probably Moses and the chil- 
dren of Israel spent at least 
20 years there during their 
wanderings in the wilderness: 
but after the Bishop of Petra 
visited Jerusalem in the fifth 
century, no mention of the 
city occurs in history until it 
was discovered by Burkhardt 
in the nineteenth century. 
Petra was lost to the world as 
if it had been a child wander- 
ing aimlessly in the desert. 
Whether by fire or water the 
world seems not to. know nor 
eare. Today Petra is inhab-

Its location and the fact that 
it must be entered by what is 
.khown as the Sik, a two-miie 
long crevasse between moun 
tain-high rocks — in reality 
merely a cfack in the moun- 
tain -made it almost impreg- 
nable. 

Fortunately the present citi- 
zens of Petra are not as war- 
like as were those in the time 
of Burckhardt when he re-dis- 
covered this city in 1812. Of 
many people it has been said 
that they are only a little 
higher in the mental scale 
than monkeys. Of the modern 
citizen of Petra, not even that 
may be said. A few years ago 
he was wild and knew how to 
shoot and slash with his knife. 
{in fact most of the accounts 
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ited by a hundred or s80 
Bedouins. It is the personal 
property of the Sultan of 
Turkey. : 
After a journey on the 
Mecca railroad from Damascus 
to Malan, and after two red hot 
days on horseback across the 
Arabian desert, I reached the 
summit of the big white hill, 
which my caravan had been 
climbing for hours. And there 
I was treated to a sight which 
I shall never forget. Here was 
one of the most unbelievable 
views in the world. Off there 
in the distance filling the bowl- 
like valley, which was sur- 
rounded by towering cliffs, lay 
Petra, the magnificent—Petra, 
the forgotten city. Petra, the 
great metropolis of the past, 
which has no known history 
after the fourth century. 
Petra, the sight of which from 
a distance is supposed to have 
met the eyes of Moses and the 
Israelites on their weary march 
from Egypt to the Holy Land.

@w ROM the floor of the cave an exploring party led 
by Prof. Jones of the Nevada University, R. L. 
Fulton, author of Indian histories and explora- 
tions, Miss Jeanne Wier, president of the Nevada 
Hf torical Society, and other students of the Indian 
history have recovered more than a freight-car load 
of weird relics of the men who lived there, cornered 
ani trapped by their younger enemies and forced to 
die for want of egress. These are part of the Univer- 
sity of Nevada collection, and have just been put on 
display in the halls of the Historical Society building. 

Baskets made from snake skins, tule grass and river 
reeds: water bottles from grass, so closely woven that 
even today they will not leak when filled with water; 
robes of ingeniously woven cloth, proving that these 
people already had adopted some style of clothing—a 
characteristic lost by later tribes—implements for mak- 
ing fire, proving that this tribe had discovered the vir- 
tues of flint, woven sandals and blankets made from 
_ threads, and countless other mementoes were found 

scattered on the floor. So closely did some of these 
relics, especially the water bottles and snake-skin ropes, 
resemble the work of later Indians that it was at first 
thought the extinct tribe could date no farther back than 
a few thousand years, despite the evidence of the guano 
deposit. Threads of cotton were found in the garments, 
and even intermingled with the grasses with which the 
water bottles were woven. History has recorded no ap- 
pearance of cotton in Nevada until transplanted by the 
white pioneers, but the microscope revealed in these 
cotton threads unmistakable évidence that cotton had 
been grown on the desert lands, under an irrigation 
system, the evidence of which has been found since 
along the Humboldt and Carson Rivers. This cotton 
growing and weaving later became a lost art to the 
Indians, to be revived by the whites. The texture of the 
weave is said to be superior to the hand weave of 
the 40s. 

On the floor were bones of what has been decided to 
have been a corral of prehistoric horses, opening new 
fields for historians. Elephants’ tusks were strewn in 
corners, although there are no records in the history 
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of the Rocky Mountain region of elephants ever exist- 
ing. Markings of the feet of strange birds are similar 
to those found in many Nevada canyons which have 
never been explained. ‘In his technical report Prof: 
Jones has declared that these bird feet markings are 
the same as those found 20 feet under solid rock in the 
quarries at the Nevada penitentiary, and which must 
have been made in that vast distance before the Nevada 
desert became a great lake, later to become arid land 
again, a transition which marked the passing of many 
thousands of years. 


HE human skulls which were strewn in great 
profusion about the floor of the cave are of a 
shape that merely indicates a similarity be- 
tween the unknown race and that of the mod- 

ern Indians. They show huge proportions which in- 
dicate a race of men of great stature. The skulls 
and bones which evidently are of the women 
members of the tribe seem to prove that the women 
were of far smaller stature, a distinction not in evidence 
among later Indians. Stone instruments for cooking, 
and the grinding of corn and pine nuts, are signs of a 
culinary art which has been thought peculiar alone, in 
the early ages, to the Aztecs. And here and there, along 
the side of the wall, raised high from the floor, niches 
large enough for sleeping quarters for a family reveal 
the characteristics of the Pueblo dwellers of a later 
generation. 

Of the human bones, one skull, thought to be older 
than the rest, has received the particular attention of 
the scientists. It must have belonged to a person of 
great stature and strength. The malar ar cheek bones 
are less in proportion than any known specimen. The 
frontal bone and upper jaw bone are unusually large, 
while the lower jaw bone is extremely small. These 
differences establish a complete separation in race, if 
modern Indian crania may be traced to them. 

One of the most interesting of the relics discovers 
the origin of that instrument of universal peace always 
thought to be a modern invention—the baby’s rattle. 
Out of grim material, however, did these ancient mothers 
make the playthings for their papooses. A score or 
more were discovered in the cave, the hollow sounding 
ball being made of stretched snake skin, stiffened into 
permanent shape »y some mysterious process that may 
never be known. Inside were grains of corn long since 
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petrified under the influence of another unknown fluid. 
The edges of the convex pieces of snake skin were 
sewn with cotton threads, and a wooden handle 
for the tiny hands to grasp was thrust aside. 

The geological report upon the formation of the cave 
is what has most seriously upset all calculations as to 
the history of American civilization and its ancient 
peoples. There has been no definable record of the 
origin of the Indians, only nebulous theories of their 
immigration from the Aryan settlements in Asia. Geo- 
Jogical report fixes the time when this Nevada cave 
must have been closed, either by nature or by the 
ancient Piutes, at an age before even the day of Aryan 
restlessness. The first hint of the great antiquity of 
the people who inhabited the opening in the mountain 
was given the university archeologists by the formation 
of the rocks from which the cooking utensils were made. 
These were found to hide no traces of the tule from 
the prehistoric Lake Lahontan which once spread over 
the whole of Nevada, drying up with the progress of 
centuries, its vast tule beds becoming historical through 
the appearance of tule markings in the strata of stone 
which surfaces the State under the desert lands. 


Rock samples found in the cave indicated to the sci- 
entists that it antedated the formation of Lake Lahon- 
tan, although this lake disappeared before the ances- 
tors of the present Indians lived there. Prof. Jones and 
his party discovered that the new stone had been 
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@ formed by nature since the cave was closed by the be- 


sieging horde. The archeologists say the cave itself has 
existed since the Triasic age, more than 50,000,000 years 
ago. 

“It hardly seems possible,” says Prof. Jones, “that this 
forgotten race could have lived more than 20,000 years 
ago. But the history as written in the complete strata 
of surrounding stone tells an irrefutable story of the 
passage of millions of years since it was totally closed. 

“It is difficult to count years beyond the million. Yet 
the formation of the earth which the Piutes threw across 
the opening of this cave, indicates that there were 
people living in America a million years ago.” 

Investigations in the cave are continuing, under the 
auspices of the Nevada University and the Historical 
Society. It is expected that their completion will com- 
pletely disclose the sistory of the origin of the Ameri- 
can Indian, which, until the opening to the cave was 
discovered, was an unfathomable mystery.

The General’s first greeting was so cooly Judge Taft 
wrote, that he almost ceased perspiring, although the 
meeting was in the blinding heat of a tropical day. 

This coolness kept up for many months. The military 
rather looked upon the commissioners as interlopers 
and gave them as little co-operation as they possibly 
could. Both Gen. MacArthur and his successor, Gen. 
Chaffee, held out for a long time against Taft’s pet 
project of organizing the Philippine constabulary. 

The best house Mr. Taft had been able to obtain in 
Manila was not very promising, Mrs. Taft declares. Her 
husband caused a sea wall to be built bac of it, but it 
was constantly being caved in by tide and wind. “His 
first complaint to me was,” declares the wife, “‘.hat he 
had been ‘holding that wall down all summer,’ and that 
part of it was always sure to get away.” 

‘Their first typhoon aroused all the other members 
of the family, but the Judge slept on placidly. The 
women, convinced the house would come tumbling about 
their ears, compelled him to get up and join them. 


“We huddled ourselves in chairs in the biz hali- 
ways and sat listening,” the writer says. “Rain .al- 
ways comes with the wind in typhoons and the dash 
of water against the windows and sides of the house 
was deafening. But the noise was suddenly punc- 
Mr. Taft had settled him- 


tuated by a gentle snore. 
self back in his chair and gone quietly to sleep. 
Maria’s terves were on edge; she jumped up and 


shook her tired-out brother-in-law most vigorously, 
crying above the roar of the storm: 

| “*‘Will Taft, what do you think we waked you up 
for? You can’t go back to sleep. We want you to 
stay awake and comfort us.’ 

‘**All right, Maria,’ said he, with the utmost good- 
nature; whereupon he sat up, changed his position 
to one more comfortable, and proceeded to lapse 
again into peaceful slumber. 

“There was much discussion of the Serious subject 
as to what the civil Government officials should 
wear at the New Year’s reception (runs another nar- 
rative) and if gossip can be relied on, it came very 
near causing several family riots. The men natural- 
ly inclined towards the comfort of their white lin- 
ens, but thev were overcome by argument and it 
was eventually decreed that they should present 
themselves in frock coats and silk hats. That may 
sound reasonable, but it wasn’t. It was intensely 
funny, however, and that helped some. A silk hat 
which has reposed in a box throughout a rainy sea- 
son in the Philippines is a curious-object. It is not 
the glossy, well-turned and dignified article which 
a silk hat should be. Its rim !s warped, its nap 
is dulled and roughened beyond repair: it is very 
sticky, and it has an odor all its own. In Judge 
Ide’s hat some mice had made a nest and had eaten 
small hole through its shiny crown, but it was the 
only one he had and, as silk hats are not carried in 
Philippine shops, he had, perforce to wear it. My 

_ husband communed with himself during the process 
of getting into his heavy frock coat, with all its 
stiff and its woolen accessories.” 


Perhaps the most interesting chapter in the whole 
book is the one which tells of a visit the members of 
the commission and their families made to all the im- 
portant Filipino towns. The enthusiastic receptions in 
all the native towns made the jaunt almost an imperial 
progress and Mrs. Taft enlivens the story with many 
interesting anecdotes. 

She tells at some length of her husband’s resolute re- 
fusal of an appointment to the United States Supreme 
Court by President Roosevelt because of his determina- 
tion to stay with the job in the Philippines. She re- 
counts many interesting things that happened upon 


their first return to the United States. 


“One day shortly after my arrival in Washington,” 
she says, “I was at tea at the house of a friend and 
found myself in converstion with a lady, the wife 


of an army officer, whom she had met in Manila. 
We talked around and about various subjects, after 
the manner of ladies at tea, when she finally said to 


me: 

“‘*You know, Mrs. Taft, I have thought about you 
so often and wondered how you like it here in Wash- 
ington after your life in Manila, Why, out there 
you were really a Queen, and you come back here 
and are just nobody.’ 

“There was another lady who sat next to my hus- 
band at a dinner one night. It was a place of hon- 
or, next to a Cabinet officer (Taft had just been 
made Secretary of War) and she no doubt considered 
it necessary to make conversation while the candle 
lights shone, She went along quite successfully for 
a while, but eventually blundered into this: 

“"‘Do you know, Mr. Secretary, I really think you 
ought to go out and see the Philippine Islands, They 
say they are interesting.’ ” 

Another amusing anecdote concerns the trip of Sec- 
retary Taft, other governmental officers and Congress- 
men to the Philippines, when the presence of Miss Alice 
Roosevelt in the party almost overshadowed the real 
purpose of the journey. Mrs. Taft was in England at 
the time and got bogged in the mazes of a railway sta- 
tion, vainly trying to get the station master to hold a 
train until her baggage could be put aboard. She tells it 


as follows: 

“T am Mrs. William Howard Taft from Washing- 
ton,” I cried. “I must get my trunks on board that 
boat train; they will be here in a few minutes. Can't 
you hold it for me?” He looked at me blankly. 

‘My husband is Secretary of War of the United 
States,” I went on desperately. 

“T am very sorry,” he began. Then I made my 
last effort: 

“You must have heard of him He is traveling 
now with Miss Alice Roosevelt.” 

At last I had produced the effect I desired. Imme- 
diately the station was my castle. Since we made 
the boat. which we would not otherwise have done, 

I was able to bear the chaffing of my children and 

my friends when they continued to refer to me as 

the Mrs. Taft whose husband is traveling with Miss 

Alice Roosevelt. 

There are interesting stories of Taft’s other trips when 
he was Secretary of War, including the historical cnes 
when he “sat on the lid” in Cuba and Panama, and the 
trip he made to Rome to negotiate the purchase of the 
Friars’ lands in the Philippines. The story of her hus- 
band’s first presidential campaign is not gone into at 
length. She has this to say about his visi¢ to St. Louis 
when he opened the World’s Fair: 

“President Roosevelt was to have done this, but ur- 
gent affairs kept him in Washington, so the Secre- 
tary of War was asked to represent him * * * 

I remember the occasion especially, because I had 

been so long out of touch with the kind of buoyant 

Americanism which made itself felt in St. Louis that 

T had almost lost my own identity with it, and I be- 

can then to think that it was good to be back in my 

own country.” . 

She tells how. on one of Taft’s “swings around the cir- 
cle,” the party was amazed to learn that it had been 
playing cards publicly in a Western hotel one Sunday. 
They had lost track of the days of the week and feared 
the incident might be made to figure in the presidential] 
campaign, but it was overlooked. 

Mrs. Taft gives a spirited account of her husband’s in- 
auguration and how she broke all precedents by riding 
in the same carriage with him.from the Capitol to the 
White House. Her story of the family’s first evening 
in the executive mansion is characteristic: 


“When the last of them had wished us godspeed and 
said good-by, we stood, the five of us, my husband, 
my three children, and I, alone in the big state din- 
ing room, and tried to realize that, for the first time, 
the White House was really our home. The great 
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walnut-paneled room, with’ its sflvered chandeliers 
and big moose heads, seemed very empty with only 
the Taft family in it, after all the clatter and chat- 
ter that had been sounding there all day. We gazed 
at each other for a moment, with slightly lost ex- 
pressions on our faces, and then nature asserted 
herself in the new President. ‘Let's go up stairs and 
sit down,’ said he.” 


Mrs. Taft tells one anecdote of how Theodore Roose- 
velt visited the Tafts at their Beverly summer home after 
his memorable hunting trip. Already there had been 
rumors that the Colonel was becoming estranged ‘rom 
his “Dear Will” of other days. Mrs. Taft declares he 
gave no indication of it on this occasion. He told many 
humorous experiences with royalty abroad. 

“I dwell on the memory of this agreeable meeting with 
Mr. Roosevelt,” Mrs. Taft concludes the incident, “and 
the entertainment it afforded me, because by his man- 
ner he succeeded in convincing, me that he still held my 
husband in the highest esteem and reposed in him the 
utmost confidence, and that rumors of his antagonism 
were wholly unfounded. I was not destined to enjoy 
this faith and assurance very long.’”’

steel armor plate from top to bottom just to right of 
the center. The entire structural support of the target 
was blown to atoms and the upper and lower layers of 
the protective deck were torn off and hurled backward. 
The third shot moved a part of the split plate nine 
feet to the rear, blowing away the sand and the other 
bulwark. 

“A report of this experiment was made. It stated— 
just think of it!—that an explosive on the exterior 
of a ship would do no harm. Thereupon the Secre 
taries of War and the Navy rejected my invention! 

“But in 1901, just a year later, the Japanese Gov: 
ernment paid me handsomely just for some drawings 
of this same gun and my plans for firing the explosive. 
And it got a mighty severe test in the war with Rus- 
sia soon after. Russia had her fleet equipped with 
armor-piercing shells. Japan had adopted the high ex- 
plosive shell which exploded upon contact—my shell. 
You remember that in the Japan Sea, May 28, 1905, the’ 
Japs literally wiped out the Russian navy, sinking 22 
ships and capturing 14. High explosives fired agains? 
the Russian armor did the work. 

“T wasn’t satisfied yet. I further improved my fuse 
—the secret of the whole thing—and finally I got it 
where I wanted it. So, in 1907, I made my memorable 
visit to Germany. I showed my fuse to the German 
ordnance experts and they saw instantly what it could 
do. And they bought the right to use it. Further. 
I was invited to confer with the Krupps and the Ehr- 
hardts and give them my theory of gun-making. That 
theory was adopted and my fuse put on the German 
shells. 

“That’s my answer to the American ordnance experts 
who laughed at me. My shells are good enough for 
Germany—that’s good enough for me'”

to adopt his plans and principles in the making of 
great guns. 

“I felt badly when experts told me my guns and 
my shells were wonderful, and then wouldn't report that 
way to Congress or to the Secretaries of the War and 
the Navy,” he says. “But I don’t feel chat way any 
more.” 

This with a gentle smile. 

“When I got to thinking about the way my adopied 
fellow countrymen treated me when I offered them my 
patents, | went and looked at the stars through that,’ 
continues the philosophic inventor, ‘pointing to a sizable 
telescope at one side of the room. “The worlds ubove 
offer much for the peaceful occupation of the mind, 
Observation of the stars makes the heart young and 
tendei.”’ 

As a boy Louis Gathmann lived near the great ifac- 
tory of Nobel, the man who gave dynamite and the 
peace prizes to the world. He loved to go there after 
school and watch the chemists at their work. He be- 
gan experimenting himself as he grew older, but 
dropped it—that line, at least—when he came to this 
country. Still the old hanker for the things of war 
clung to him, and away back in 1888 he knocked to- 
gether a five-inch breech-loading gun. Gen. Miles let 
him try out his piece of ordnance at Fort Sheridan, 
and it worked immensely well for a thing turned ovt 
by an amateur. 

“But I wanted a better explosive shell for my sun,” 
adds the inventor. “In the beginning I got the idea 
that if a heavy charge of explosive could be encased 
and then exploded by detonation at some distant point, 
it would be an important invention and a new engine 
of war. Sol kept at it, saving every penny and using 
the money solely for my experiments. By 1890 I had 
developed a fuse. In six years more I got it to the 
point where | thought it was worth while, so I came 
to Washington and saw Secretary Herbert, at the Navy 
Department. He talked with me for two hours and then 
he sent for Capt. Sampson, afterward Rear-Admiral, 
but then Chief of the Ordnance Department. This fine 
officer heard what I had to say, and remarked to 
Secretary Herbert, ‘Mr. Gathmann’s ideas are worthy 
of a test.’ 

“Thereupon Mr. Herbert asked Congress for $50,000 
to try out the Gathmann gun and explosive, and got 
it. With some navy ordnance men I began the build- 
‘ng of my gun. : 

“The steel company delivered us a cylinder of steel 
fo: a 13-inch gun. We calibred it for 12 inches and set 
it up. For the test we loaded the gun with one of 
my shells. And the whole business blew up, because 
of the heavy firing charge we used. 

“We got $20,000 more from Congress to experiment 
with high explosive shells and a safety fuse. I worked 
out a perfectly safe fuse, which made possible the firing 
of high explosives from a gun; but I couldn't get any 
kind of a report on these experiments. Capt. Sampson 
was no longer in the Ordnance Department. 

“But I never gave it up. In 1900, with the assistance 
of President McKinley, I again got Congress interested 
in my shells and the gun that could fire high explo- 
sives in safety. This time we were allowed $65,000, 
and the South Bethlehem Steel Co. made an 18-inch 
gun according to my plans. It was set up at Sandy 
Hook, where the Government tries out its biggest 
pieces of ordnance.” 

The little man of big ideas grew a bit saddened now 
—he was reaching the point where success had been 
almost within his grasp only to be smothered for good 
and all. Officialdom had reasons of its own for this 

same smothering. 

“Just three shots 
fired from that gun 
was all,” relates Mr. 
mann, somewhat  ~pathet- 
ically. Our target repre- 
sented the structural get-up 
of the battleship lowa at 
the waterline belt the 
safeguard to the boiler, en- 
vines and magazines be- 
hind and below. It was 
11% inches thick, deeply 
Harveyized, and it was 
backed up with the heaviest 
timbers and hundreds of 
tons of sand.

ful. The valley was profusely filled with oleander 
shrubs. They were loaded with great clusters of pink 
blossoms, which caused the branches to bend across 
the trail, but we found later that this was but a pre- 
lude of joys to come. It seems remarkable that this of 
all flowers should bloom in this desert waste in such 
profusion. Its great clusters of pink when viewed from 
a distance are scarcely distinguishable from the stone 
of the palaces and temples, for they, too, are the color 
of roses. 

The Sik gives one the impression of having been a 
mountainous rock three miles long at its base, and it 
is as if the rock had been wrenched apart by some con- 
vulsion of the earth, leaving a crack from six feet to 
six yards wide at the base, and perhaps the same width 
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at the top. Finally we reach the end of the Sik and 
halt before the Khazneh, the great treasure house. 

Not even the photographs of the Khazneh give any- 
thing like a correct impression of its magnitude. Its 
pillars, ornamental front, and its big chambers were 
carved out of the solid rock, which gives the whole 
thing, with its delicate design, the appearance of a giant 
cameo. One sees that it became possible only after mil- 
lions of mallet and chisel strokes had been directed 
against the mountain. It is one of the most perfect 
structures in the world, and before its vast portal are 
four splendid Corinthian columns supporting the portico, 
two others having broken off and tottered over. 

I stayed nearly a week in Petra, but then did not feel 
that I had been there half long enough. 
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The Opera Tango 


HE tango, as everyone khows, is a name that covers as great a multi- 
tude of different steps as there are individuals who dance it. Let 
the rollicking strains to which it is tripped once strike up and one 
beholds a potpourri of movements, each pair of dancers improvising and altering at its own swee 
will. “No two persons dance the tango alike,” is a familiar saying. 
Therefore, there have been a number of attempts to standardize the tango—to make sure 
that when this dance is called for there will be uniform steps, instead of a higgledy-piggled) 
confusion ef measures. The newest of these standardizations, and one which already has a considerable 
vogue in the East, was imported from Paris, and is called the opera tango. 

Smoothness is its great essential. One should dance it as if balancing a glass of water on top of the 
head. It is recommended that the dancer pick out a spot in the room on the level with the eyes and 
keep them fixed upon it until he or she can dance smoothly without conscious effort. All of the dancing 
movements should be made from the hips down, and the outstretched hand and arm should be held par- 
allel with the floor and kept there, with no pumping up and down. 

The man’s right elbow and his partner’s left one should be borne quite as high as the outstretched 

' clasped hands, which should be held lightly and gracefully, the 

, woman’s resting in the man’s upturned palm. The woman should 
‘dance throughout on her toes: in the entire dance her heels 
should not touch the floor save in the few brief moments of the 
pauses. 

The opera tango is danced entirely in the closed position. 
There are no open steps. All jerky ones are eliminated. There 
s no bobbing up and down, as one sees so often—nothing theat- 
‘ical, spectacular or acrobatic. The two dancers strive solely 
io attain perfect harmony, rhythm, smoothness and grace. 

Four simple steps comprise the dance—the promenade, the 
single cortez, the progressive step and the double cortez. The 
single cortez knits the steps together, just as the old-fashion 
“one-two-three” knits together the different steps of the opera 
waltz, and the two-step joins the various figures and steps of 
the maxixe. 

Here follow the four movements, step by step, for each foot, 
the man’s and the woman’s all in the closed-waltz position: 

THE PROMENADE—The man steps forward with the right 
foot and forward with the left, bringing it up even with the 
right and a little to the side and raising the heel slightly; at 
the same time he shifts his weight to the right foot and drags 
the left up to the right. , 

The woman steps backward with the left and backward with 
the right, bringing it up even ‘with the left and a little to the 
side; at the same time she shifts her weight to the left foot 
and drags the right up to the left. 

This is repeated twice more and then both ge into the single 
cortez. 

THE SINGLE CORTEZ—The man shifts his weight to the 
left foot and steps forward with the right foot and forward 
with the left, pointing the left toe outward: he pauses for one 
count and steps backward with the left foot to the original

Trying to Babrove Alfalfa by 
Crossing With Black: Medick 


to improve it by scientific breed- 
ing. But alfalfa has _ seveial 
serious defects. It is not well adapted 
to grazing, and it does not produce seed 
freely. 
William Southworth of eters 
cultural College, Guelph, 
Canada, has been mak- 
ing some experiments 
that promise greatly to 
improve alfalfa in these 
respects. He picked 
out as the plant most 
likely to fulfill the con- 
ditions the common 
yellow trefoil known as 
black medick (Medi- 
cago lupulina L). 
The black medick is 
* looked upon as a weed 
in the United States 
and Canada. It grows 
profusely in meadows, 
almost flat upon the 
grvund. It produces an 


LFALFA is such a well-known for- 
A age crop that little has been done 


of gri- 


aDunuauce of fine leaves, which 
yield good grazing, but not good 
hay. 

In the Journal of Heredity 
Mr. Southworth reports on the 
success of his experiments. 
While alfalfa seeds poorly, its 
cousin, the black medick, pro 
duces an abundance of seeds. Alfalfa 
seems to need the help of bees in its 
pollenation, while the black medick is 
generally self-fertilized. 

Mr. Seuthworth began in 1911 with 
mother alfalfa plants obtained from the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, but owing to the hot sea- 
son, not one of the crosses set seed. In 
August of that year he picked out an 
alfalfa plant growing in a discarded grass 


plot, with rich green foliage and an 
abundance of healthy, vigorous, violet 
flowers. These flowers he fertilized with 
pollen from black medick, growing as 
weeds. From these he obtained five 
healthy pods. 

Sowing the seed from these in the fall 


of = he raised 24 plants, 19 of which 


ae removed to the open 
field. These were al- 
lowed to fertilize them- 
selves, and the plants 
from their seeds were 
raised in the autumn 
of 1913 in the green- 
houses of the depart- 
ment of plant breeding, 
Cornell University. 
Without going into 
the details of the 
growth of each plant, 
the results may be 
summarized by saying 
that 72 per cent of the 


The common black niedick 
or yellow trefoil. 
plants grew above the av- 
erage (5.5 inches) in height, 
end about 28 per cent were 
not erect in growth, 

Mr. Southworth says the cross is diffi- 
cult to make. He is continuing his ex- 
periments, and urges others to investigate 
along the same lines. 

He notes also that the difficulty in get- 
ting hard alfalfa seeds to germinate may 
successfully be overcome by immersing 
them for 10 minutes in strong commercial 
sulphuric acid and then washing them free 
from the acid. This method was invented 
by Prof. H. H. Love of Cornell. 


When Cold Baths 
Are Beneficial 


OW comes the time of year when 
the bath in-the morning feels 
cold. Some robust persons en- 
joy the breath-taking shock of 

the water and come out from it whistling 
or singing with the joy of living. For 
them the cold bath is beneficial. Other 
persons—and these not necessarily weak- 
“lings—emerge shivery, and have to rub 
themselves hard with rough towels be- 
fore they can work up a glow. For them 
the cold bath is not good. It has been 
said that cold baths are good for all who 
really enjoy them and bad for all who 
don’t. This is a safe rule to go by. 

But a daily or nearty daily bath of 
some kind is essential for almost every- 
one. “Frequent bathing,” says the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Association, 
“ig essential to remove dirt, sweat and 
skin excretions. Irritating decomposition 
and offensive odors are caused by the 
neglect of bathing, to say nothing of such 
neglect causing many skin diseases. 
Proper bathing increases normal excre- 
tions from the skin and promotes the 
health of the skin. Hot water bathing 
relieves the congestion of internal organs, 
improves the general circulation, and 
cold water bathing tones up the vaso-. 
motor system. A normally bathed skin 
is a better regulator uf the internal tem- 
perature, a better excretor, and has more 
normal sensations (heat, cold, esthesia). 

“Soap, hot water and friction are es- 
sential to remove dirt and sweat. A 
simple plunge or shower bath, if taken 
daily, and followed by rough-towel fric- 
tion, may keep the skin clean and health- 
ful, but even then a hot soap bath is 
more or less frequently essential. 

“The family physician should be con- 
sulted as to the kind of bathing each 
individual should take, and many serious 
errors would not occur. It is not ad- 
visable to bathe directly after a meal. 


»» Good fresh air is as essential for bath- 


rooms as for any other part of the house. 
One respires more while bathing (hot or 
cold), and hence the air should be pure. 
Friction is a valuable adjunct to bathing.” 
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Bad Smells Never 
Cause Typhoid 


T a recent meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Plumbers, Gasfitters and 
Steamfitters in Richmond, Va., 
some amazing ignorance of 

typhoid fever and its causes was displayed 
in the resolutions adopted. For instance: 
“Insufficient laws regulating plumbing 
and sanitation in Virginia, Maryland ard 
the District cf Columbia are largely re- 
sponsible for the iigh typhoid rate ard 
the prevalence of other diseases in the] 
two states and in the district.” And 
again: “Much of the fever and other 
forms of disease with which the health 
authorities are constantly wrest'ing is 
caused by noxious gases and vV ors 
emanating from neglected or defective 
pipes in the homes of our people.” 

All of which makes one wonder whether 
the plumbers are -still ignorant of the 
causes of typhoid fever or are deliberately 
trying to keep the public in darkness in 
order to feather their own nests by having 
Legislatures prescribe all sorts of com- 
plicated and expensive plumbing. As the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation remarks “It is hardly necessary 
to point out that typhoid fever—or any 
other kind of fever—is not caused by bad 
smells. Disease germs are not found in 

sewer air.” 

Typhoid is caused by a germ that must 
be swallowed before it can have any 
effect; it may be found on any food that 
has been contaminated by sewage. 

There is a season of the year when 
all physicians are busy with typhoid. 
That season is when many people who 
have caught it during their vacations by 
drinking water that is not pure have 
brought it back to town with them.

Putting Wires in a Violin 
Makes Its Tone Richer 


T has occurred to many violin makers 
that if they could place carefully 
tuned strings inside the body of the 
instrument they would increase the 

richness of its tone. The difficulty of 
properly tuning such strings has hither- 
to prevented their adoption. 

But on Sept. 15 last the United States 

Patent Office granted a patent to John 
R. Speer of Paterson, N. J., for a violin 
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fitted with auxiliary 
wire strings that seem

thumb nuts o. The screws m and nuts 
Oo co-operate together with the metal 
plate | and are manipulated to regulate 
the tension and tuning of the strings n. 

“The usual cover or belly of violin is 
secured to the walls b of the violin and 
on top of the violin are secured the out- 
side strings, which I prefer also to be 
metal strings. The tailpiece, too, which 
the outside strings are*secured upon the 
violin, may be of any 
suitable material, but is 
preferably constructed of 
German silver. This 
construction, arrange- 
ment and combination of 
parts in the interior of 
the violin, together with 
the ordinary outside con- 
struction, has been found 
to obviate the practical 
difficulties heretofore 


to overcome all such 
alficulties. The illus- 


trations printed here 
are from Mr. Speer’s 
patent papers. 

Hie describes his in- 
vention as follows: 

“Fig. 1 of the draw- 
ings is a plan view of 
the interior of a violin 
body, showing the sup- 
plemental'..or sympa- 
thetic strings, sound- 
boards, bridges, the é 
~ovel arrangement thereof, and the means 
for tuning said strings, which are metal 
strings, preferably steel; Fig. 2 is a 
longitudinal sectional view through: the 
epnter of Fig. 1, showing the position 
and relation of the supplemental parts. 
Fig. 3 is a view of a violin showing the 
belly and the ordinary arrangement of 
the outside strings. Fig. 4 is a detail 
plan of a tailpiece used herewith. 

“The back a, ends and sides Bb, and 
neck ec are common to all violins. In- 
side the body I insert the blocks d and 
h, the soundingboards e and i, and a 
soundpost and a support s under the 
soundingboard i, bridges f and k mount- 
ed upon the supplemental soundboards e 
and 7 respectively; metal strings nm are 
passed through the arch-shaped metal 
plate g and are knotted on the other side 
thereof, said knots being located in a 
slot in the block d.

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Rare Metals Toughen 
Steel for Strenuous 
Wear 


ERTAIN rare metals have been in- 
troduced into the manufacture of 
steel in recent years for the pur- 
pose of making the steel keep dts 

temper even under great heat. Among 
these metals are chromium, tungsten, 
vanandium, molybdenum, titanium, co- 
balt and tantalum. What are known as 


“high speed” tools are made from steel

which contains a minute quantity of some 
one of these. Such tools are used for 
high speed machine and lathe work. 
Some of them can be used without oil, 
and both chip and tool can be allewed to 
become almost red hot without damage 
to either. 

In a recent address before the Franklin 
Institute, Allerton S. Cushman, director 
of the Institute of Industrial Research, 
Washington, D. C., told how these alloys 
produce such’ wonderful changes in steel. 
The hardness of steel is due to the fixing 
in it of austenite and martensite. Pro 
longed heat causes these to break down 
and form the softer pearlite A, very 
small proportion of tungsten in the steel 
prevents this breaking down, so much 
so that when it is necessary to anneal 
tungsten steel by high or prolonged heat- 
ing it must be allowed to cool so slowly 
that the process takes a long time. 

With tungsten steel tools it is possible 
to cut metal so rapidly that the point of 
the tool will reach the temperature at 
which it almost glows, and yet the tool 
will retain its hardness for many hours. 

When very strenuous service is re 
quired and an unusually tough steel 
must be used, vanadium, or vanadium 
and chromium together, is mixed with 
the steel. Such metal is employed in 
parts of locomotives and automobiles on 
which there is great strain, also for 
springs of all sorts. 

“The extraordinary thing about van- 
adium,” said Mr. Cushman, “is that less 
than two-tenths of 1 per cent of this ele- 
ment is all that is usually necessary to 
confer upon steel the wonderful new 
property of resistance to fatigue. It is 
fortunate that this is so, for the principal 
source of vanadium is a vanadium sul- 
phide ore which is painfully grubbed out 
of the sides and peaks of, the Peruvian 
Andes, about 16,000 feet above the level 
of the sea. 

“The ore is carried in bags on the 
backs of Hamas tothe seacoast, and 
cventually is made into ferro-vanadium, 
an alloy of iron and vanadium, which, 
in turn, is used by the alloy steel makers 
in the manufacture of their special com- 
positions. 

Herewith is shown a photograph of a 
vanadium steel saw which was kept for 
four years coiled up and strapped and 
when unstrapped came out almost 
straight. ~ 

Cobalt is-also coming into use for the 
making of high speed steels. Titanium 
is a Geoxitignr or partier of of molten steel.

Environment is responsible 
for the difference in the Leaming dent 
grown with room to spare and grown 
crowded. 

“When environment is the same,” says 


*Prof. Albert F. Blakeslee of the Connecti- 


cut Agricultural Cellege, “heredity is the 
sole cause of variation.” 

Of 175 students at the Connecticut 
Agricultural College the great majority 
are between 5 feet 6 inches and 5 feet.3 
inches in height. Only one is shorter 
than 6 feet and only one higher than 6 
feet 1 inch. The average is common, 
the extremes are rare. “Most of us are 
just average people, neither extremely 
tall mor short, fat nor thin, fast nor 
slow, rich nor poor.” 

The extremely tall and the extrémely 
short student consented to investigate 
the heights of their relatives, and the re- 
sults are shown in the table printed here- 
with, in which squares indicate men and 
circles women, the figures underlined be- 
ing stocking-feet measurements. 

“An inspection of the pedigrees shows 
that the small student comes from a 
short family. Except for a half uncle 
who was of about average height (5 ft.

that is to say, of combining the ele 
ments of which it is composed. If this 


be true, it is a discovery of the highest 


importance, not merely for its immediate 
and p effect, but as pointing the 
way to the synthetic manufacture of 
many other drugs and chemicals hither- 
to imported from Europe, the supply of 
which has now ceased. 

Edison uses nearly a ton and a half 
of carbolic acid every day in the manu- 
facture of phonograph records. Until 
the war began this was imported in 


trystals, which were obtained through a 


process of fractional distillation from 
coal tar. Very little of this is produce. 
in America, owing to our coal being un- 
suitable. 

Several ways of making carbolic acid 
synthetically are known, but none has 
yet been considered commercially prac- 
ticable. Edison studied them all, decided 
which was the best and put up a factory 
in 18 days that is now turning out a ton 
of carbolic acid a day. 

Carbolic acid is one of that group ot 
hydrocarbons which chemists conceive 
to be made up of six molecules of car- 
bon arranged in hexagonal form, each 
with one molecule of hydrogen attached, 
as shown in the following formula, which 
is that of benzene, the simplest of the 
group: 


Now, carbolic acid differs from ben- 
zene only in having one molecule of 
hydrogen substituted by a molecule made 
up of one atom hydrogen and one o/ 
oxygen—-O H. Its formula is therefore:

Most of the other hydrocarbons ex- 
tracted from coal tar—such as naph- 
thalene, creosol, toluene, phenacetin, 
nitro-benzol, etc.—are merely variations 
of this formula. The problem of the 
chemist is to get these simple elements 
to unite, not merely in the right propor- 
tions, but in the right geometrical form.
